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TIDING ATHLETE DEAD GREATER BOSTON pTAUAN MURDERED BOLD ROBBERY RIM DOWN DT AUTO OUR MUTUAL FRIEND 


The death last Friday of Mr. John 
J. Cody, Jr., one of the best known 
amateur athletes in this city, was par¬ 
ticularly sad. He had won many hon¬ 
ors in athletic sports and was well 
known as a high jumper and shot put¬ 
ter. 

Together wit hthree companions he 
captured the Y. M. C. A. state cham¬ 
pionship meet at Canobic Lake Tark 
last July Fourth. In addition he held 
a number of local records and had 
won cup after cup at meets in and 
around Boston. Of modest hut genial 
disposition, he had hundreds of friends. 

He had entered the national cham¬ 
pionships at Chicago last summer, rep¬ 
resenting Massachusetts, when his 
health failed and he has been ill at his 
home on Oakland street, Newton, ever 
since. Death was due to tuberculosis. 
He was 26 years of age. 

Funeral services were held Monday 
morning at the Church of Our Lady, 
which was filled with friends and as¬ 
sociates of the young man. The New¬ 
ton Y. M. C. A. was represented by 
Secretary Harry W. Bascom, physical 
director William MeBherson, A. H. 
Waitt and David Webster, who repre¬ 
sented the senior leaders' corps. Mem¬ 
bers of the association had also con¬ 
tributed a floral emblem in the form 
of the regulation Y. M. C. A. triangle. 
Solemn high mass of requiem was cele¬ 
brated by the pastor, Rev. Fr. Michael 
Dolan, with Rev. Fr. James S. Kelley 
as deacon, and Rev. Fr. A. Malone 
as sub-dcacon. The burial was in Holy- 
hood Cemetery, Brookline. The pall 
hearers were Messrs. Fred Maguire. 
John Hines, Joseph McCarthy, John 
Leonard, Clifford White, Daniel Owens, 
Thomas Fitzgerald and Walter Merrill.

As Charles S. Cromwell was driv¬ 
ing on Boylston street near .lohn 
street, Thompsonville, late Sunday 
afternoon, he saw the body or a mao 
lying In the gutter. He found an 
Italian covered with blood and still 
nllve A passing automobile was 
stopped and help obtained from Chest¬ 
nut Hill, but the man was dead. About 
lire same time another Italian called 
at the home or Mr. Arthur Muldoon oh 
I*ang1ey road, about a half mile away 
and asked for a doctor as he had 
several cuts on his face. Dr. West 
wns summoned and while dressing 
the man’s wounds Chler Mitchell ar¬ 
rived and placed the man under ar¬ 
rest. He was later taken to the hos¬ 
pital In the police ambulance. The 
police had been notified when the 
body was found and were promptly 
on the spot. Hearing a rumor that the 
man who had committed the crime 
was at Mr. Muldoon’s the chief start¬ 
ed at once for the house. Dr. West 
ns the medical examiner then visited 
the body of the murdered man The 
police busied themselves all that even¬ 
ing wit hthc case and as a result three 
Italians were in court Tuesday morn¬ 
ing as witnesses. Dr. West was the 
first witness and stated that the mur¬ 
dered man had some eighteen wounds 
about the face and neck, w'ith several 
bad cuts made by a sharp Instrument. 
There was also a bad cut on the up¬ 
per right ar rnwhich severed the main 
artery and It was his opinion that 
death was caused toy a hemorrhage 
from this wound. The Italians testi¬ 
fied thru an interpreter to the effect 
that the murdered man was named 
Antonio Di Fillippo and the prisoner 
was Guisseppe Di Maio. That they 
were all togtber In a house In Ttoonip- 
sonville. As they left the house Tony 
told Guiseppe not to talk about a girl 
in the house as he had and then the 
men clinched. One of the witnesses 
separated them, but they got together 
again and Guiseppe was -pushed down 
toy Tony Guiseppe got up and pulled 
out a ra7x>r and struck Tony a "small 
blow” and Tony ran down the street 
with Guiseppe after him. They heard 
Tony cry out a few minutes later 
■'Mia Madonna.” but they said they 
went directly home and knew nothing 
of what happened later. It is Bald 
that Tony got the razor away and 
used It on Guiseppe before he waB 
killed but there was no testimony to 
that effect. Judge Kennedy held 
Guiseppe for the January term of the 
grand jury without bonds. 

MRS. GLEAS )N DEAD 

Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Gleason, who 
died last week Thursday in Newton 
Highlands, was horn July 31, 1826, iu 
Salem, Mass. She was the daughter 
of Henry and Hannah (Whitney) Rice. 
Her father was a blacksmith by trade 
and moved to Quincy in 1828, where lie 
worked for the Granite Railway, the 
first railroad constructed in this coun¬ 
try. After her father’s death she re¬ 
sided in Natick, where she was mar¬ 
ried to Mr. Albert J. Gleason in 1849, 
and then settled in Milford. She re¬ 
sided in Newton Highlands from No¬ 
vember, 1871, to May, 1900, then in Ded¬ 
ham until May, 1908, when she re¬ 
turned to the Highlands. 

Mrs. Gleason was a woman of quiet 
tastes, a lover of home and family, ami 
active in church work from the time 
she joined the Newton Highlands Con¬ 
gregational Church in 1873 until her 
removal from town. She leaves a son, 
Mr. George A. Gleason, with whom she 
made her home. Funeral services were 
held last Sunday and the burial was 
in the Newton Cemetery. 


The residence of Mr. Otis G. Robin- 
| son on Highland street, West Newton, 
1 which has been closed since the recent 
death of his wife, was ransacked by 
thieves same weeks ago, and some valu¬ 
able furniture, rugs and paintings 
j taken. The job is a peculiar one as 
there is a great deal of valuable prop¬ 
erty in the house, inuuding silver ware. 
1 which was not touched. The matter 
has been kept quiet for some time as 
the police found some articles, placed 
as if a return call was to be ma’de, and 
the premises have been watched for 
some time without success. Mr. Robin¬ 
son has offered a reward of $500 for 
information relative to the robbery.

The proposition to establish an in¬ 
surance sinking fund has, as the 
clerk knows, been under discussion 
In the finance committee for at least 
two years, and this year it was de¬ 
cided by unanimous vote that the over¬ 
lay would permit of the creation of a 
ifund of $25,000, without adding any 
■burden to the tax levy of this year. 
It was hoped that this fund would be 
increased by an addition of $3000 each 
year until a total of $100,000 was 
reached. 

For a number of years the city of 
Newton owned but few buildings of 
high value tout now we have several 
school buildings of over $100,000 rest, 
and the Technical High School build¬ 
ing and contents 1b worth several 
times that amount. 

The finance committee believed that 
the risks were too large for the city 
to carry, and in originating this in¬ 
surance fund, without imposing any 
direct burden on the taxpayer, they 
onlv exercised good business judgment 
which would be approved by any body 
of business men, or by directors in 
any Institution, and we think your 
Editor will be quite alone in his opin¬ 
ion that their action was "almost a 
crome.’’ .

In speaking of the yearly appro¬ 
priations of state money he made the 
surprising statement that 25 per cent 
of the state's money each year goes for 
the care of the insane in the eleven in¬ 
stitutions, The following amounts are 
approximate appropriations for a recent 
year The legislature $370,000, executive 
department $136,000, militia $500,000, 
prisons $1,000,000 and expenses growing 
out of war, as pensions, etc., $1,000,000. 

Mr. Garcclon is of the opinion that 
the standard of civic virtue in a com¬ 
munity is pretty clearly indicated hy the 
men it sends to the legislature.

WOMEN FIRST. 


Rev. Allan A Stockdale, pastor of 
the Union Congregational Church, In 
a sermon last Sunday •criticized tie 
slgnB “Women first, please,” placed 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Com¬ 
pany at the Dudley street station. 
Commenting upon these remarks, Mr 
.1. Harvey White, pubic’ity agent of the 
company, in an interview this week 
said: 

“The notice that the company has 
placed In Its cars reads as follows: 
'The company respectfully requests 
male passengers to give women pre¬ 
cedence at stations. 

" ‘Much complaint Is made that 
men and iboys board cars before they 
reach entrance stops.' This notice ex¬ 
plained the ‘women first please,’ signs. 

"The company is very grateful to 
the newspapers Tor the publicity that 
has been given to Its efforts to pro¬ 
tect women passengers from the dis¬ 
courteous conduct of some of the men 
and boys who ride upon its cars. We 
are very glad lhat Mr. Stockdale haB 
assisted in securing further publicity. 

“The company has received a great 
many letters, some of them from a 
long distance, expressing approval 
and appreciation for what it is trying 
to do. 

Doubtless. Mr. Stockdale would 
agree that women should have at least 
eai even chance to hoard the cars, 
which they do not have if men and 
boys board the cars before they come 
to a stop. If Mr. Stockdale can pro¬ 
pose a better plan for bringing about 
this result <we should be very glad 
to have it suggested. We would also 
be glad to have suggestions as to 
how to further prevent spitting in the 
oars and station, crowding, pushing 
and other offensive and disorderly 
conduct without posting signs, even 
though such signs do not apply to all 
persons ” 


each trade, so that a pupil can Iry 
one after another until he finds the 
one which most appeals to him ami 
for which, in the judgment of the in¬ 
structors. he is best adapted. When 
he thus chooses his trade, he de¬ 
votes his whole time to It for the re¬ 
mainder of the course. This feature 
of trying out the boy is being em- 
phasted more In this school than In 
any other industrial school at ihe 
present time. 

Printing was Introduced last 
spring to produce instruction sheets 
and blanks Tor Ihe school use. and 
also to correlate with English for the 
emphasis It places on spelling and 
punctuation. The trade possibilities 
of printing have appealed to several 
boys already, some of whom would 
not now he in school but for this fea¬ 
ture. This desire of the pupils, to¬ 
gether with the need of the school 
Tor printed matter has made it ad¬ 
visable to enlarge this department and 
to add a practical printer to the 
faculty. 

New machinery will soon be in -1 
stalled in the wood shop, making a 
complete equipment for commercial 
pattern making and ■cabinet making. 
A new bench lathe and an engine 
lathe will also be added to the ma¬ 
chine shop. Sheet metal work will 
be commenced in a few weeks, much 
of the equipment having been already 
made by pupils In the pattern and ma¬ 
chine Bhopa. 

Some practical results have already 
been seen from the work. During the 
summer months several of the ad¬ 
vanced pupils found employment In 
local shops and with the opening of 
the fall term several pupils have been 
employed afternoons and Saturdays 
at the Technical High School install¬ 
ing the new equipment there. Two 
more are working In a Nonantum 
machine shop on afternoons and Sat¬ 
urdays. 

The part time system which Is 
being followed in one or two other 
industrial schools of the state la thus 
being started spontaneously in New¬ 
ton for the school has made no effort 
to secure employment for Its pupils. 
Requests for their services have come 
unsolicited, and pupils are permitted 
to work only on the assurance that 
the work given them to do will be 
equivalent In its educational value to 
that done in the school shops. 

The reputation of the school has 
extended into other municipalities and 
applications have been received for 
admission from Watertown, Brookline 
and Waltham For out or town pupils 
a tuition fee of $100 is charged, the 
state paying one half and the city 
or town where the pupil lives paying 
the other half under state law. 


The tourlat In Switzerland watches 
for the rising of the clouds from the 
mountain tops, and at first sees the 
outline of a mountain so indistinctly 
that it Is indistinguishable from the 
outlines of the passing clouds. Rut 
he knows lhat It Is a mountain from 
the fact of Its permanency. 

It has been one of the chief argu¬ 
ments of philosophers for the belief 
in n life after death that it has re¬ 
mained permanent among all nations 
and in nil faiths. In spite of the mis¬ 
tiness, Its mixture with Bupemtltlons 
Its childishness, it has remained an 
undying element of religious faith, 

How vague the belief has sometimes 
been, however, we may see in the 
various answers to our question, 
"Where is the Spiritual World?” by 
different peoples. All have located it, 
some under the earth or sea, some 
Tar «WAy on the earth's surface, while 
others have conceived of it as exist¬ 
ing somewhere above dn space—in the 
air, or in the planets, or suns, or be¬ 
yond the stars. To Ihe Druids, the 
Milky Way was the Innumerable com¬ 
pany of shining bouIs on their journey 
to the home beyond. Even Christians, 
up to the present time, have scarcely 
improved on. Mark Twain’s conception 
of keeping company with stars and 
comets on the journeys thither. 

Will the mists ever arise? Shall we 
ever know more about It? We have 
parabolic promises. The prophet says. 
“He will destroy In this mountain the 
face of the covering cast over all peo¬ 
ple, and the veil that is spread over 
all nations. He Bhall swallow up 
death In victory.” And our Lord said 
that He would come in the clouds or 
heaven with glory. We believe these 
promises have in a measure been ful¬ 
filled The Bible itBelf, rightly un¬ 
derstood, answers the question. 

If we could have asked the servant 
of Elisha (2 Kings vi. t 17.) whose 
eyes were opened to behold the 
horses and chariots of Are; or ithe 
ahepherds of Bethlehem, to whom the 
angels came; or the three disciples 
on the mountain-with their transfig¬ 
ured Lord; they would have Bal’d, 
"Why the spiritual world is here, 
not far away.” And so in a hundred 
such instances, including that of the 
apostle John, to whom, while in Pat¬ 
inos, the Inner world was opened. 

But this answer alone 1 b not enough. 
We need a new light. 

There is a barrel, full, as we say, 
of old-fashioned round cannon balls. 
But it is not full. The spaces between 
can be filled with bird shot. Still It 
is not full. Water can be poured in 
by the gallon. It Is not full yet. There 
are more subtle fluids which will fill 
the spaces between the particles of 
water without overflow

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SHOCKING ACCIDENT G. A. R. ELECTION PHOTO PRIZE WINNERS! MRS. EDDY DEAD 


A shocking accident look place early 
Tuesday morning, when Constanzo 
Pranmolazy, an Italian about 19 years 
of age, employed in the construction of 
the tunnel for the Metropolitan water 
works, was blown to pieces by the ex¬ 
plosion of dynamite. The accident took 
place near the dynamite house in the 
vicinity of Montrose street, and the 
cause is only a matter of conjecture. 

There arc two gangs working on the 
tunnel, which is being constructed by 
James Handreddy of Chicago. Robert 
Towers is foreman. That morning, 
shortly after 2, the workmen were pre¬ 
paring the holes by means of air drills 
and Pranmotazzi was sent after some 
dynamite to prepare a blast at the 
cast end of the tunnel. 

The next thing of which the work¬ 
men were aware was a roar ami a 
crash that nearly upset them. They 
knew instintivcly what had happened 
and a rush was made to where the 
dynamite was kept. In the glow of the 
lamps the workmen stumbled upon a 
hole in the ground large enough to droo 
a tipcart into. 

There was no trace of the victim 
noticed then. One end of the engine 
house had been demolished and the 
blacksmith shop was in ruins, while the 
dvnamitc shed had disappeared com¬ 
pletely. Some thought that the boy was 
carrying the dynamite and that lie stum¬ 
bled and fell. Others thought that he 
may have been trying to thaw the stuff 
out and that it exploded. A hunt was 
made then for traces of Pranmotazzi 
and here and there hits of clothing and 
shreds of flesh were picked up. 

Medical Examiner George L. West 
was notified and after an investigation 
he ordered that the fragments of the 
body found he sent to a local under¬ 
taker’s shop in Newton. 

Singularly enough, the force of the 
explosion was felt for the greatest dis¬ 
tance in a line due directly west from 
the tunnel. Thus persons living in Au- 
hurndalc. Weston, parts of Wellesley 
and towns in that section could judge 
of the size of the explosion from the 
shock and noise better than those liv¬ 
ing in other directions. The fragments 
of Pranmotazzi’s body were scattered 
generally in a westerly direction. 

Men who were at work in the tunnel 
heard nothing of the great blast. Houses 
on Montrose, Ivanhoe, Kenilworth and 
Ward streets and on Waverley avenue 
all within a radius of half a mile, were 
not so greatly affected as residences fur¬ 
ther away, 

Pranmotazzi lived at Morgan court, 
Nonantum.

DEATH OF MADAME WEN DTE. 

Madame Jnhanne Wendte died Fri¬ 
day, in her 91st year, at the house of 
her son. Rev. Charles W. Wendte, D. D., 
on Washington street, Newton, with 
whom she had made her home for the 
past 40 years. Born in Hanover, Ger¬ 
many. Madame Wendte came to Bos¬ 
ton in 1843 with her husband, Charles 
Wendte, who was one of the first to 
introduce the art of fresco painting 
into this country. She was carly left 
a widow. 

Madame Wendte became for years a 
icaeher of the German language and 
literature in Boston, numbering among 
her pupils Rev. Theodore Parker, Mrs. 
Eliza Buckminster Lee. Miss Ellen 
Frothingham. Frank B. Sanborn, F. H. 
Peabody and the daughters of many 
eminent Bostonians. Before making her 
home with her son she had lived in 
Chicago, Cincinnati and California.

Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, one of the 
most noted women of the century, died 
at her home at Chestnut Kill last Sat¬ 
urday night at 1(1:45. Mrs. Eddy, the 
discoverer and founder of Christian 
Science, has resided in Newton since 
19(18. 

She had been indisposed for about 
nine days, hut had been up and dressed 
and as late as Thursday transacted 
business with one of the officials of the 
Christian Science church. She took her 
daily afternoon drives until two days 
before her going. 

Saturday night she quietly fell asleep 
and those around her could at first 
hardly realize that she had gone. Her 
thought was clear until the last, and 
she left no final messages. 

No physician was in attendance, hut 
she had the assistance of the students 
comprised her household. With her at 
the time of her departure were Mr. Cal¬ 
vin A. Frye, Mrs. Laura E. Sargent, 
Mrs. Ella S. Rathvon, Rev. Irving C. 
Tomlinson, her corresponding secretary, 
William R. Rathvon, and her secretary, 
Adam H. Dickey. 

There having been no physician in 
.attendance, Dr. George L. West of 
Newton Centre, medical examiner for 
the district, was called early Sunday 
morning. Dr. West, after investiga¬ 
tion, pronounced the death due to 
‘natural causes,’ and issued the custom¬ 
ary certificate. 

Mrs. Eddy was horn in Bow, N. H., 
July 1821, and was therefore in her 90th, 
I year. 

It is said that the cause of death was 
pneumonia. 

Simple funeral services were held j 
from Mrs. Eddy’s late home yesterday 
morning. In view of the extraordinary 
interest of the public elaborate precau¬ 
tions were taken to prevent an influx 
of curiosity seekers. Admission was by 
ticket only and members of the Chris¬ 
tian Science church acted as guards. 
Mr. Charles E. Lord of N cwton was at 
the main entrance. Hon. Charles E. 
Hatfield and Mr. Albert Metcalf were 
among the honorary pall hearers and 
Mr. James A. Neal of West Newton 
was an active pall hearer. The body was 
placed in the receiving tomb at Mt. Au¬ 
burn Cemetery.

GREATER BOSTON 

DISCUSSED AT MEETING AT NEWTON CLOD 


An _ interesting meeting was held at 
the Newton Club Saturday evening on 
invitation of Hon. George Hutchinson 
and Mr. William M. Flanders, the New¬ 
ton members of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce committee, appointed to 
consider a "Greater Boston.’’ About 
150 gentlemen were present and showed 
their interest^ by staying until a late 
hour. Mr. Flanders presided and ex- 
Mayor Hutchinson was the first 
speaker. Mr. Hutchinson read from a 
report made by the expert employed 
by the committee as to the different 
plans which would bring about a 
Greater Roston, including annexation, 
close federation and loose federation. 
1 fe believed that there were some ad¬ 
vantages to be gained, but also thought 
that they had been magnified. He ques¬ 
tioned the advisahility of metropolitan 
parks, police and fire and favored met¬ 
ropolitan sewer and water. Mr. Hutch¬ 
inson rather believed in a plan similar 
to the London County Council, where 
each community retained its own gov¬ 
ernment save in matters which involved 
their neighbors. 

Mayor Hatfield favored a federation 
which would not lose our individuality 
and right to govern ourselves. He was 
opposed to any political annexation to 
Boston and to metropolitan street lights, 
schools and police. He lielieved in 
helping the business interests of the 
so-called Greater Boston, but nur 
schools arc out of politics, are run by 
an efficient superintendent and school 
hoard and have never been a political 
football. We live here hecatise we 
want to live quietly and to enjov the 
fruits of the things we have built up 
ourselves. 

After Mr. Hatfield sat down he was 
nominated for lord mayor of Greater 
Boston amid laughter and applause. 

Mr. March G. Bennett, chairman of 
the committee, was the next speaker 
and said in part: “My views coincide 
with Mayor Hatfield’s, in that I am op¬ 
posed to annexation. However, if we 
wish to expand we have got to have 
some metropolitan lavout of main high¬ 
ways leading into Boston. The gov¬ 
ernment of London is the one from 
which the government of ‘real Boston’ 
should be modeled. By its use none of 
the various towns or cities interested 
will he submerged. 

"We are already a federated com¬ 
munity, made so bv metropolitan water, 
sewerage and park systems. What we 
want is local representation to build 
the community up. I think we will be 
obliged to adont the plan and we can 
do better now than if we wait and have 
it forced on us suddenly as the water 
and sewerage svstems were, because we 
didn’t want the annexation. A conned 
of the mayors and chairmen of the 
boards of seleetmen from the 40 places 
interred would be the greatest bar to 
possible annexation and that is the kind 
of a council we should have, one with 
advisory powers only.” 

After his address Mr. Bennett an¬ 
swered many questions pertaining to 
the plan. 

Remarks were also made by ex- 
Mayor A. R. Weed. City Solicitor Slo¬ 
cum, Mr. Henry F. Ross, Mr. F. G. 
Melchcr. Col. Morton E. Cobb. Mr. F. 
M. Forbush and Secretary R. G. Wells 
of the committee. Mr. Melchcr stated 
amid laughter that he was opposed to 
ihc mayors being members of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Council, what was wanted in 
his opinion was a council of wild, 
rabid enthusiasts” to give the Conned 
publicity. Mr. Cobh believed it paid to

A vote of thanks was given Mr. Ben¬ 
nett and those present were invited to 
partake of light refreshments after ad¬ 
journment. 

MR. BURR DEAD. 

Mr. Francis Hardon Burr, a member 
of one of the best known families of 
this city, died early Sunday morning 
at a private hospital on Newbury 
street. Boston, after a long illness with 
typhoid fever. He was taken ill early 
in October and has made a valiant strug¬ 
gle against the disease. Mr. Burr was 
a native of the citv, being l»orn at 
Chestnut Hill. Sept. 15. 1886. and was 
the son of cx-Mayor Heman M. and 
the late Mary Ames Burr. He pre¬ 
pared for Harvard at Noble and Green- 
ongh’s and at Andover, and was a 
member of the class of 1909 Harvard. 
In college he achieved an enviable repu¬ 
tation both in athletics and scholarship, 
altho he was possibly best known as 
captain of the football eleven in 1908. 
He was also interested in baseball and 
was shot putter on the track team. 

He was elected president of his class 
in its freshman year, was a member 
of the athletic committee and of the 
student council, and during his course 
served on many important student com- 
mitttces. He was first marshal at grad¬ 
uation, and was awarded a Harvard 
College scholarship, an Honorary dis¬ 
tinction which marked him as a scholar. 
He was a member of many clubs, in¬ 
cluding ihe Institute. D. K. E., Pudding. 
Signet. Varsity, Polo, Sphinx. Western. 
Round Table, Memorial Society, Cos¬ 
mopolitan and A. D. 

Besides his father, Mr. Burr is sur¬ 
vived by a brother. Roger, and by a 
sister, Mary. 

Funeral services of a simple nature 
were held Tuesday noon in Appleton 
Chapel. Cambridge, which was filled 
with Mr. Burr’s many friends, and all 
college exercises were suspenled be¬ 
tween 12 and I o’cock as a mark of 
esteem. 

A profusion of roses, chrysanthemums 
and ether cut flowers covered the chan¬ 
cel and formed a background for the 
coffin. Preceded by Bishop Lawrence, 
the coffin was brought to the chancel, 
supported on the shoulders of the bear- 
ers. 

While the congregation was singing 
the second hymn, the coffin was carried 
from the chapel as it had been brought 
in. In even- wav ihe sen-ice was ex¬ 
tremely simple, but marked by an im¬ 
pressiveness intensified by the deep 
sense of loss felt by the great number 
of students present. The body was cre¬ 
mated and the ashes buried in the fam¬ 
ily vault at New Ipswich. X. H.

WOMEN'S CLUBS NEWS 

Edited by Miea Grace M. Burt. 

ART CONFERENCE. 

The lecture room of the Museum of 
Fine Arts was crowded almost to over¬ 
flowing for the conference of the Art 
Department of the State Federation on 
the morning of Dee. 1. Miss Bacon, 
president of the Federation, in opening 
the session, reminded the members that 
it was less than one year ago ihat this 
department made its initial bow to a 
conference audience. She urged those 
present to remember that they were 
there to learn and invited discussion. 

Mr. Frederic L. Burnham, state su¬ 
pervisor of drawing and the manual 
arts, was introduced as the first speaker. 
His subject was "The Value of Art 
Study in the Life of the Pupil." The 
speaker started by analyzing his subject 
and saying that he understood it to 
mean the value of art study in school 
to its function in after life, or for men 
and women. He found two kinds of 
life general for both men and women, 
the social and the personal. With men 
the social side comes to them in their 
business and for women in the home, 
in professional life, and both men and 
women come together in civic life. The 
personal life on the other hand is the 
mental side, ihc way we look at things 
and the way we do our thinking, that is 
the same for both men and women. He 
desired, however, to discuss the side 
women represent. Taking the ore as 
a figure, he divided women into two 
groups, the crude and the refined. 

On the personal side, lie said. Who 
is the crude woman? What is she? In 
reply lie said she lias very little ma¬ 
terial to think with, her range is very 
limited, has not much to work with, 
her perspective of life is not very deep: 
in case of an emergency she does not 
know how to do it. On the social side 
the same thing holds true. 

The refined woman is just the oppo¬ 
site. She takes every possible chance 
to increase her mental range, she is 
trained to compare, to select, and to re¬ 
ject. The difference between the two 
is very marked when they visit an art 
gallery, the crude otic picks out merely 
the pictures that attract her with no 
standard by which to base her choice, 
the refined benefited by her training 
knows almost instinctively the good 
from the had. By means of an illustra¬ 
tion upon the blackboard lie showed 
how the intellect enters into our judg¬ 
ment of art. The two designs were of 
exactly the same number of lines in 
exactly the same position, only the 
proportions were different. The well 
balanced one was pleasing, while the 
poorlv balanced one was not, for it 
did not fit the sense of sight perfectly.

ing. His next question was. How can 
the manual art instruction produce ar¬ 
tists in living? 

lie then went on to describe the work 
in the schools, which is both represent¬ 
ation. that is, drawing ami painting, 
and construction, making things which 
includes all handicraft. One alone 
gives a onc-sidcd experience. All ol 
it is working for the intellectual side, 
there is no aim to train professional ar¬ 
tists Up to the sixth grade thrre is 
nothing done that cannot he done by 
the pupils at their own desks and it is 
common for both girls and hoys, but 
from the seventh grade they begin to 
differentiate. There is no thought to 
i make expert craftsmen, lint they are 
, taught to use tools properly and not to 
abuse the materials. Nor is there 
thought of teaching Ihetn a trade, but 
the training gives a tendency towards 
some trndc and makes it possible for 
the children to choose more wisely. The 
speaker told bow ihc girls in a certain 
school were set to work to make an 
apron for themselves, which was needed 
in the domestic science work. They 
mixed the colors which best suited the 
complexion and hair of each and after 
deciding upon the most becoming color 
and suilahtc material, they purchased 
it themselves and made the apron 111 
the style which pleased them and which 
was at the same time adapted to the 
purpose. By such experiences as those, 
lie said, each concrete child is trained 
in the habit of thinking, which gives 
the child control over the personal and 
social life. It also leads them to make 
the fullest use of opportunities and 
gradually lo become artists 111 life. 

Tn the discussion of the topic testi¬ 
mony was given as to the practical value 
of this training, that girls arc really 
learning that the harmoniously dressed 
girl rather than the elaborately dressed 
one is the best dressed girl. 

The next general topic considered was 
"The Value of Art Study in Women's 
Chilis.” Miss Sarah A. Drew treated 
of “What may he learned from the Art 
of the Past.” There is 110 new art. she 
said, or old art. the art spirit is one and 
this is arrived at through the sense of 
beauty. From the art of the past we 
learn the laws of art which have pro¬ 
duced beauty. The discussion of this 
phase of the subject brought out fur¬ 
ther testimony of what has been gained 
from the study of art in the clubs. Sev¬ 
eral women who have had practical ex¬ 
perience in carrying on club classes 
spoke from that experience and gave 
useful hints. One said. "Don't let die 
class depend too much upon hook*, study 
the picture first and then turn to Ruskin 
later." AH agreed that it is necessary 
to have intelligent supervision. 

Mrs. Helen M. Lauriat of Medford 
told of classes which her club had held 
there at the Museum and how they had 
brought a party of twenty-five high 
school girls to visit it. As a mark of 
appreciation for all they had been able 
to enjoy her club bad made a gift of 
$10 to the Museum, which provided an 
associate member's ticket. 

The closing speaker was Mr. Morris 
Carter, Librarian of the Museum, who 
spoke of “The Resources of the Library 
and Photograph Departments." He said 
he wished he might say that it now 
contained all the material the clubs 
neeled for their study, but while he was 
unable to say that, there arc at present 
some 30,000 photographs, while the Jcp- 
anese department contains the finest col¬ 
lection outside of Japan. They arc 
now buying more and more large pic¬ 
tures which can be shown to a whole 
class at once, thus centrallizinf* the at¬ 
tention instead of distracting it. Their 
pictures arc ljiostly of paintings and 
sculpture though they have some scen¬ 
ery, and there arc enlargements of most 
important objects in the Museum itself. 
The trustees arc anxious to have clubs 
use the material and their photograph' 
thev are ready to loan provided they 
are returned in forty-eight hours. 

At the close, appreciation of the cour¬ 
tesy of the trustees of the Museum and 
of the speakers was voiced by a vole. 
Mrs. Annie L. Cox, chairman of the 
department, outlined a plan for section 
work, whereby groups of neighboring 
clubs would he invited to meet together 
under the direction of some member 
of the department for a district con-

POLYMNIA MUSICAL. 


On Friday evening. Dec. 2, the Polym- 
nia, Madame Isilora Martinez, musical 
director, began its fourth season under 
the present plan of home musicals. 
Miss Harriet Morse, vice-president, 
opened her house for the occasion. A 
line program was presented, with an un¬ 
usual array of solo talent. Assisting 
artists: Miss Jean MacLcllaii, soprano; 
Mr. John \\\ Johnson, baritone; Mr. 
Daniel B. Linn, basso; Mr. Karel Hav- 
licck, violin. Madame Martinez and 
Mrs. Larsen at the piano. 

Mr. Linn has been singing for sonic 
years in Providence and Boston. His 
voice is of wide range and deep, rich 
quality, uti fortunately marred by to<> 
free use of a blurring vibrato. It is ■a 
pity he did not sing the music down 
for him on the program, the “Figaro” 
music should admirably suit his emo¬ 
tional temperament and dramatic qual¬ 
ities. He has already made sonic suc¬ 
cess in opera. 

Mr. Johnson has a glorious voice. His 
style is quieter, hut his songs gave evi¬ 
dence of intelligent reading of more 
than one class of music. The “Stand 
hv your Horses” was given in sturdy, 
declamatory fashion, to which the tilt 
and swing of “Rolling down to Rio ' 
furnished excellent contrast. But it was 
in the dignity and grace of Handel's 
“Wlicrc’crc You Walk” that Mr. John¬ 
son's good taste and the breadth and 
artistic finish of his singing were most 
evident, suggesting the wish to hear 
him in oratorio. 

Mr. Ilavlicek is a very young man— 
a native of Bohemia—but he certainly 
can play the violin. The virility of his 
playing, and his fine technique took the 
audience by storm, to which he respond¬ 
ed by an exquisite rendering of the Raff 
Cavatina so dear to the hearts of music 
lovers. His playing promises a bril¬ 
liant career. 

Miss MacLcllaii is no stranger here, 
but her singing Friday night showed 
a marked advance in power and bril¬ 
liance, ns well as in greater confidence 
and poise, while the artistic style and 
musical understanding that have won 
her warm friends and admirers in the 
past arc equally noticeable now. It is 
a delight lo hear such pure enunciation 
ami clear-cut vocalization. Madame 
Martinez may well lie proud of this 
talented and modest pupil. According 
to program, Madame Martinez and Mrs. 
Larsen were at the piano. We must 
take the program's word for it—the 
piano could not he seen. Mrs. Larsen, 
well known as Elsie Phelan, is still 
more widely known perhaps as Mrs. 
“Boh” Larsen. She has written some 
delightful songs. 

The work of the Polymnia itself can 
hardly he fairly judged, because of the 
unusual conditions under which they 
sang. To he heard and not seen un¬ 
doubtedly does make it difficult for a 
chorus to produce its best effect. But 
this is certain—the music was of ail 
unusually difficult order; such as a 
year ago the Polymnia might have hesi¬ 
tated to attempt. “Dc Coppah Moon," 
with its intricate harmony and almost 
impossible dissonances, might well have 
proved a stumbling block. But under 
Mndamc’s skilful baton, its distinctive 
character and real beauty were well 
brought out. The successful accom¬ 
plishment of such things as “De Cop¬ 
pah Moon,” “The Wind Swept Wheat” 
are proof of the earnest study that is" 
the "raison d’etre" of this little club.

WHAT 


IS THE SPIRITUAL 
WORLD? 


A summary of lecture by Rev. John 
Goddard at the New Church, last 
Saturday evening. 

That the spiritual world, or world 
beyond the grave, is so much like this 
one in outward appearance that a man 
might he there for some time without 
knowing of the change, is one of the 
many striking statements made by the 
Rev. John Goddard in his lecture last 
Sunday evening at the Church of the 
New Jerusalem. Ncwtonvillc. He ex¬ 
plained that the authority for such 
statements came from the experience 
of Emanuel Swedenborg, who was able 
for many years to pass from one world 
to the other at will, but he also asserted 
that the memhers of the so-called "Swc- 
denborgian” church do not rest 1 heir 
belief in this experience primarily upon 
Swedenborg’s assertion (though the 
word of a man of his eminence cannot 
but carry weight) but on the coherence 
and reasonableness of the experience 
itself. 

One thing, said Mr. Goddard, which 
makes an answer to ihc question 
"What is the Spiritual World?” im¬ 
portant, is the popular attitude toward 
death. It is commonly spoken of as 
the “King of Terrors,” and even where 
there is a belief in immortality there is 
usually a feeling that the future life 
will be very strange, if not somewhat 
terrible. To the latter idea old con¬ 
ceptions of hell have added weight, 
though such conceptions have of late 
been largely cast aside. 

As a matter of fact the world beyond 
will be neither strange nor terrible. If 
we once let ourselves realize that the 
Ruler of that world as of this is the 
Lord Jesus Christ, whose love we can 
not doubt, wc shall realize also that our 
fears arc groundless. And he cares for 
the newcomers to the other side through 
his angels, who have all been men and 
women like ourselves, and among whom 
are our own loved ones who have gone 
before. It is in their keeping that we 
shall awake from the sleep of death. 

Death is a sleep and no more. The 
supposed "death struggle” is only, as 
scientists tell us, a physical reaction, of 
which the dying person is wholly uncon¬ 
scious: there is no shock at all. And 
after it comes a new life that is more 
real even than the life here has been. 

The spiritual world is a real world. 
A world may be substantial without be¬ 
ing material. Plato recognized this two 
thousand years ago when he taught that 
the realm of ideas was the real realm, 
and the basis, of the realm of matter. 
The spiritual world is the world of 
ideas and the world of causes. Every¬ 
thing in the material world exists as 
the result oT some corresponding thing 
in the spiritual one. And it is not a 
world of abstractions. There as here 
an exterior and objective environment 
g\,ves definiteness to the life of the in¬ 
dividual. But the phenomena there, 
while they are real and permanent, arc 
not fixed and dead as such things are 
here. They are such outward expres¬ 
sions of the thought and feeling as 
Mrs. Eddy, ignoring the comparative 
dcadness of material things, supposed 
could he effected here through proper 
thinking. And so each maiVs surround¬ 
ings are in perfect accord with his char¬ 
acter and temper, are indeed the direct 
expression of them. 

It follows from this that there are 
three general divisions of the spiritual 
world—the first for those who arc will¬ 
ing to accept the Divine guidance, the 
second for those who will have no mas¬ 
ter but their own desires, and the third 
for those whose true character has not 
fully come to the surface. For in the 
material world our inner characters are 
unknown and immovable, but the greater 
freedom of the life there by degrees 
leads a mail to express lus true self 
fully and to make it known to others 
and to himself. 

This gradual expression of the true 
character is the "judgment” and there 
is no other. For the good tins is a 
wonderful emancipation, bringing as it 
does a relief from life’s hindrances ami 
discouragements. For the evil, too. it 
is an emancipation, because it gives 
freedom from the weariness of contin¬ 
ual pretending. It was the knowledge 
of the existence of such a spiritual 
realm of preparation and self-realiza¬ 
tion from which the idea of purgatory 
took rise. , ... 

Heaven may be brieily described as 
a place, not of idleness, lint of eternal 
ami unselfish usefulness. The details of 
it varv infinitely to suit the individual 
need ("In my Father's house are many 
mansions”), but there is no kind of 
right happiness that it does not include. 

As for hell, it is no prepared place 
of punishment, for a loving God could 
not punish. It is simply an association 
of the persistently selfish under the con- 
d it ions in which they can least hurt 
themselves by their own folly, ami il 
Infinite Wisdom can find a means short 
of compulsion for bringing them out. 
the way will he found. 

There was a large attendance at the 
lecture, and much interest was aroused 
by tbc umisualncss and depth of tlu* 
ideas. The course of which it formed 
a part will be concluded next Sunday 
with a lecture on “Why is the Spiritual 
World?” in which the grounds for be¬ 
lief in a future life and the need for 
such a life will be discussed . 

How easy ihe work of holiday shop¬ 
ping might become were we all to send 
books in every case where they might 
properly fit? It would surprise many 
people to know bow many of their 
friends, young ami old, would appre¬ 
ciate them more than other things that 
cost more money. If any one is skep¬ 
tical in the matter, let him step into 
Lauriat's am one of these busy days 
ami see wliat people are buying and 
whv. U will be strange if he does not 
catch the infection himself and. like 
the others, buy and wish lie could keep 
on buying forever. There is something 
in the very atmosphere of the place 
that is enticing at all times, but never 
more so. it would seem, than when the 
store puts on its holiday garb.

With but three contests, and those 
confined to the limits of individual 
wards, the city election on Tuesday will 
he so tame as call forth only a small 
percentage of voters and the danger 
of a change in our license policy is 
therefore probable. With a full vote 
the city can be depended upon to say NO 
with emphasis. What it will do with 
less than half its electorate voting is 
worth serious consideration. Friends of 
the NO license policy should be sure 
to vote and to urge all their neighbors 
to do the same. 

Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, whose death 
took place this week at Chestnut Hill, 
will live in history as one of the most 
remarkable characters of the century.

rev. diTsmifN dead 

Rev. George Wolfe Shinn, for 31 
years rector of Grace Church, Newton, 
died Wednesday night at the home of 
his daughter. Mrs. George C. Stevens, 
at Summit, N, J. 

Dr. Shinn had been seriously ill 
eight weeks A year ago he was forced 
by failing health to relinquish his lit- 
erarv work and his active interest in 
the Episconal Mission Church at Mill- 
wood, N. J., which had received his at¬ 
tention since he retired from Grace 
Church as rector emeritus. 

The funeral services will take place 
at Grace Church Saturday afternoon at 
2 o’clock. Interment will be in St. 
Mary’s Cemetery, Newton Lower Falls. 

Rev. Dr. George Wolfe Shinn was 
born in Philadelphia, Dec. 14. 1839. His 
early education was secured in that city, 
after which he received his theological 
training in the old Virginian Seminary 
near Alexandria and the Divinity 
School in Philadelphia. 

His first charge was the Church of 
Our Saviour, Philadelphia, which he 
relinquished at the end of three years 
on account of ill-health. He next took 
up work in Trinity parish, Shnmnkin, 
Pa., then St. Paul’s. Lock Haven, Pa.. 
and later St. Luke’s at Troy, N. Y. 

From Troy he was called to Newton 
and entered upon his rectorship at 
Grace Church in January. 1875. Here 
he remained 31 years, retiring in the 
spring of 1906 as rector emeritus. For 
ihc past four years Dr. Shinn had lived 
in Summit, N. J.. with nnc of his daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. George C. Stevens. 

Dr. Shinn served on the Newton 
school committee for 12 years, and was 
one of the founders of the Newton 
Hospital. He has been connected with 
a number of organizations, such as the 
Natural History Society, the Tuesday 
Club, the Eastern Convocation, tht 
Church Congress, and was the president 
of the Newton Ministers’ Union, the 
School of Expression, the Boston chap¬ 
ter of the Actors’ Church Alliance and 
the Society for the Entertainment of 
the Shut-ins. 

The degree of Doctor of Divinity was 
conferred upon him by William and 
Mary College. 

Early in 1906 Dr. Shinn found that 
his health wott^l not permit continuing 
his duties as rector of Grace Church. 
The death of his wife only a short time 
before was a shock front which he J 
never recovered. May 14. 1906, he was i 
made rector emeritus, though he re¬ 
signed as the head of the parish June

The average citizen of Newton hardly 
knew that a municipal election was in 
progress last Tuesday, only 2910 ballots 
being cast out of a registration of 6697 
and over 1900 of the total being cast 
in the three wards which had contests 
on for ward aldermen.

Mrs. Grant, who was the widow of 
George E. Grant, a pioneer in Califor¬ 
nia development, had been ill a long 
time and last spring she was brought 
East and taken to Newton by her 
daughter, Mrs. Wendte. Site had con¬ 
tinued ill ever since then, more seriously 
so since the early fall. Mrs. Grant was 
born in Farmington, Me., and early in 
the sixties she went to California by¬ 
way of the Isthmus, which she crossed. 
She had lived nearly half a century in 
Oakland and had been one of the 
women upbuilders of that place. She is 
survived hv a son, George E. Grant, Jr., 
of Sati Francisco, and by her daughter, 
Mrs. Wendte. The body of Mrs. Grant 
was taken to Oakland, accompanied by 
her daughter, for the funeral service 
and burial._ 


In Grace Church, of which he was 
the beloved rector for more than .V) 
years, funeral services for Rev. Dr. 
George Wolfe Shinn were held at 2 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, many cler¬ 
gymen of this and other dies lieing 
present, as well as former parishioners 
and friends. The singing of three of 
Dr. Shinn's favorite hymns supplement¬ 
ed the simple ceremonial of the Epis¬ 
copal Church. 

Seated in the chancel were Rt. Rev. 
William Lawrence, bishop of Massa¬ 
chusetts; Archdeacon Samuel G. Bab¬ 
cock of Boston, Rev. Francis E. Web¬ 
ster of Christ Church, Waltham: Rev. 
George Winthrop Sargent of St. Paul’s 
Church, Natick, and Rev. Dr. Laurens 
MacLure, rector of Grace Church. 

The casket as it was carried to the 
chancel was preceded by the full sur- 
pliccd choir, 34 hoys and men, under 
the leadership of Charles N. Sladcn. 
choirmaster. The pallbearers were John 
R. W. Shaple-gh, Edward If. Cutler, the 
wardens; C. W. Emerson, Edward A. 
Phippen. Charles E. Riley. Sydney Har¬ 
wood, William E. Jones,’J. H. Sellman, 
and Charles L. Harrison. 

Folowing the casket were the clergy¬ 
men assisting in the service, with Bish¬ 
op Lawrence in the rear. The service 
opened with the hymn. “O Paradise! O 
Paradise!” Selections from the Scrip¬ 
tures were read by Dr. MacLure, prayer 
was led by Bishop Lawrence, and the 
choir sang “Hark. Hark. My Soul” and 
"For All the Saints Who From Their 
Labors Rest.” 

In the family pew were: Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank A. Shinn of Litchfield. Conn.: 
Mr. and Mrs. George C. Stevens of 
Summit, X. T.: Mr. and Mrs. J. Lewis 
Hough of Williamsport. Pa. 

The burial was in the yard of St. 
Mary’s Church. X’cwton Lower Falls, 
where the enmmiiment service was read 
by Dr. MacLure.

Mishap Willard F. Mallalicu quietly 
observed his 82d birthday last Sunday 
at his home on Grove street. Auburn- 
dale. There was no speical observance 
of the day, save that the bishop was 
agreeably surprised in the afternoon by 
a company of Lasell students who gave 
him a serenade before coming in to 
offer their congratulations. 

Hishop Mallalicu. who has the honor 
of being the primate of the Methodist 
College of Bishops, is of Hugenot ex¬ 
traction. and was horn in Sutton. Dee. 
28, 1828. After preparing for college at 
East Greenwich and the Wilhraham 
Academy, he entered the Wesleyan Uni¬ 
versity, _ Middletown, Conn., and grad¬ 
uated with hoonrs in 1858. 

While at that seat of learning, he 
lightened the severity of application, 
among other means by stump speaking, 
and was peculiarly active in this direc¬ 
tion during the presidential campaign of 
1856. The enviable ease of his address 
in public is in part due to the employ¬ 
ment of his great natural gifts as an 
orator. 

He entered the ministry' of the Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church, uniting with the 
New England Conference in 1858. His 
life has been spent almost entirely in 
the pastorate, and in this respect he dif¬ 
fers widely from his associates elected 
at the same time to the episcopate. He 
was pastor in his native place, Sutton, 
was twice pastor of Bromfield Street 
Church, Boston, and has had pastoral 
| charge of Walnut Street Church, Chel¬ 
sea: Lynn Common Church. Broadway, 
South Boston, and Trinitv, in Worces¬ 
ter. 

In 1875 he travelled in Europe, and 
made a careful studv of continental ec¬ 
clesiastical life, and especially of the 
state of religion in the Roman Catholic 
countries. He has exhibited remark¬ 
able executive ability in the office of 
j presiding elder of the Boston district, 
which he left for -the episcopal service. 

He was a member of the general con¬ 
ference of 1872. contributing largely to 
the election of his confidential friend. 
Bishop Gilbert Haven. He wa* also 
a member of the conferences of 1876 
and 1880. His earliest ministry was in 
New Hamnshire in 1858. 

In the 20 years that he has heen in 
the episcopate. Bishop Mallalicu has al- 
days heen considered the particular 
friend of the negro. This was princi¬ 
pally owing to the circumstances that 
swept him into the bishop’s chair. He 
was elected in 1884 to fill the vacancy 
made by the death of Bishop Gilbert 
Haven. The latter gentleman had heen 
the presiding officer of the Freedman's 
Aid Association, an institution for the 
benefit of the Southern negroes. 

The then youngest of bishops, he was 
anpointed to the work that the deceased 
diocesan had left, and since then much 
of his work has been in the South. He 
at first elected New Orleans as his epis¬ 
copal residence and has since made his 
home in "Buffalo. Boston and Auburn- 
dale. 

He married Miss Eliza Frances At¬ 
kins of Sandwich, who was the second 
daughter of Captain Atkins, an old Cape 
Cod retired sea captain.

AT LAST MEETING OF BOARD OF ALDERMEN

Captain Charles Foote of the hockey 
team has applied to Harold C. Durr ell, 
the corresponding secretary of the Inter- 
preparatory League of the Greater 
Boston Interscholastic Ice Hockey As¬ 
sociation for admission. 


The ahlcrmcti held a long meeting 
Monday night and transacted consider¬ 
able business, altho it was nearly ten 
o’clock before actual work was reached 
owing to map' hearings scheduled for 
that evening. President Jones was in 
the chair, and Aldermen Burr, Higgins. 
Leonard and Williamson were the only 
members absent. 

Mr. William B. Young favored the 
petitions of the F.dison Co. for pole 
locations and attachments on Laurel 
slrcct and thev were opposed by Hon. 
J. M. W. Hail, W. F. Bacon and W. 
C. Brooks, Jr. Messrs. Bruce R. Ware 
and Louis S. Drake spoke in opposition 
to petition of the Telephone Co. for 
poles on Bennington street and letters 
of protest were read from Clara H. 
BrigRs, Channing Lilly, J. R. W. Shap- 
leigh, A. W. Fuller. Mrs. Russell Free¬ 
man. L. S. Drake and E. B. Church. 
Mr. II. S. Allen favored the petition for 
the company. Hearings on petitions of 
the F.dison Co. for attachments on 
Linwood avenue, of the Telephone Co. 
for attachments on Beacon 'street, of 
Burnham Bros., John S. Alley and 
Charles A. Hubbard for gasolene 
licenses were unattended and the two 
last petitions were granted at once. 

No one appeared on the proposed 
taking of land for sewer m Withlowe 
road hut opposition developed to the 
sewer to he laid in Westwood street, 
Webster street and off Webster street. 
On the latter subject. Mr. R. F. Gam¬ 
mons 2nd. treasurer of the U. S. Signal 
Co., which is erecting ati addition to 
its plant on Westwood street, spoke in 
favor, as the employment of some 50 
men would require more adequate sani¬ 
tary conveniences. Mr. J. II. Went¬ 
worth spoke rather doubtfully as to the 
attitude of the Wentworth-Lister Co., 
which has a factory on the same street. 
Mr. Wentworth said they employed 
some 35 to 40 men and later in answer 
to a question of Alderman Lyons ad¬ 
mitted that there were no sanitary con¬ 
veniences in his mill, the men using the 
ground. Mr. William Kcllar said he 
had already paid sewer assessments on 
Webster street and did not care to be 
charged any more. 

At the hearing on the proposed bill 
to establish a noard of Survey there 
was considerable opposition. 

Mr. George A. Ward said in part: 
This seems an arbitrary act. It fixes 
power in the hands of a Board of Sur¬ 
vey in the city of Newton so that a 
man cannot lay out It is own property 
unless it coincides with their ideas. It 
gives them absolute power to do its 
they sec fit, accept your plan or change 
it, and it may be at an advantage and 
it mav be at a disadvantage. I have 
talked" with conveyancers and they say 
there is a clause which would he un¬ 
constitutional. It raises a cloud in the 
conveyance of vour title and I am not 
in favor of this act as it reads now, 
only as an advisory hoard to consult 
in laying out streets. And another 
thing, a great deal of our land is . laid 
out and the plans are in our offices 
and they may he all changed. We have 
been to thousands of dollars of expense 
in laying out this land. T am thorough¬ 
ly opposed to the bill in its present con¬ 
dition. 

I don’t want any board which has 
power to lay out my properly and tell 
me what I can't do with it. I have a 
right to lay it out as I deem best, hut 
I am open to suggestions if they can 
show me a chance for improvement 
before I go ahead, but I do want the 
privilege of carrying out my ideas and 
not be held up by the Board of Sur¬ 
vey and told that I cant’ get a sewer 
and other necessary things and hinder¬ 
ing me in developing my properly. 

You take undeveloped properly and 
pay taxes on it for several years and 
then sec what the regulations are in 
Newton. It is the hardest place in the 
world to sell real estate. You can’t 
get an outside builder to come to New¬ 
ton. If you are going to develop New¬ 
ton you want to give the land owner 
some show to build up his property. 

I have been in this business since 1892 
developing real estate. It is principally 
the restrictions and the building and 
the plumbing laws that we are up 
against. I have had practical experi¬ 
ence that way. 

Wiley S. Edmunds: I am in favor 
of a Board of Survey. I think the last 
thing is to check development I think 
the wording of the bill may hamper it 
a great deal. You have a veto power 
which may check everything for an in¬ 
definite period. 

I think the veto power should he con¬ 
trolled. I think the owner should have 
the benefit of two-thirds or a majority 
vote of the Board of Aldermen, not 
six-sevenths. 

Mr. Adams D. Claflin: I desire to 
appear in opposition to the Board of 
Survey. This bill is most unfortunate 
to land owners in the city of Newton. 

I handle a large lot of real *estate and 
land today in Newton is not worth as 
much as 10 years ago and that is not 
an encouraging thing for land owners 
and hv the passage of any such a hill 
it will not improve. It places a cloud 
in the title which would involve much 
more examination every lime a piece of 
land is transferred. I have talked with 
two or three conveyancers and they say 
it would involve greater expense to 
transfer land. Now in the second place 
after the board is appointed it does not 
sav of whom it is to consist, and it 
might he a verv unwise hoard. 'Hie 
land owner on filing his plans places his 
properly absolutely in the power of ihe 
Board of Survey, that is. they bnvu ab¬ 
solute power to change the details and 
the mail does not have anylhing to say 
about it. Then in the next section. Any 
furiher development that would seem 
desirable would take six-sevenths vote 
of the Board of Aldermen, an unheard 
of majority because six-sevenths is 
practically the same as unanimous, to 
change it. It seems to tne that the 
bill as here drawn is very dangerous and 
detrimental to ilie* land owners in the 
city of Newton. It certainly would de¬ 
crease the price of land. T think the 
hill is unwise and don’t see any neces¬ 
sity for it. It seems to me anyone own¬ 
ing real estate has a very heavy burden 
to carrv wtihout it. 

Mr. F. Arthur Robinson: f want to 
put mvself on record in objection to 
the bill. I don't believe you could get 1 


any bill that would not be objectionable. 
For instance, two or three years ago a 
man wanted tne to sell a lot of land and 
asked me how much I could get for it. 

I said probably $1000 and he snid, ”1 
was offered $1,000 for the same lot 30 
years ago.” Now if you arc going to 
shut out operators you arc going to 
handicap the city of Newton. 1 be¬ 
lieve the majority of land is vacant 
and I think a great majority of the va¬ 
cant land ought to he developed, and you 
have got to sell it to someone who will 
develop it and the very minute that you 
appoint a Board of Survey to restrict 
land owners yon arc going to shut out 
operators and they will operate some¬ 
where else. A man must 'not lie told 
how he can lay out his land to make 
the most money. You might have a 
hoard to show tile owners something of 
benefit. For instance, the best man for 
this hoard had heller lie a landscape 
architect attached to*the engineer’s force 
of the city. I think that any man 
would like to have advice from a good 
able engineer as well as an artist. If 
you are going to pass Ibis you arc go¬ 
ing to shut off the sale of Newton real 
estate. The average purchaser can’t see 
beyond the end of his nose. If you 
show him a piece of land lie can't sec 
what a beautiful place it could he made 
if you build. The only show for New¬ 
ton to come out arid equal other subur¬ 
ban cities is to develop tile land and 
lniild on it. 

Mr. William F. ITnrbach: T heartily 
agree with the opposition to this hill. I 
can’t sec any necessity for any bill. I 
believe that land owners have a hard 
enough time now. There is one fea¬ 
ture that seems to me to he a special 
hardship. This provides that the Board 
of Survey may decide on the width of 
the street. Now one man presents his 
plan for a 40 foot street, another man 
can make it 75 or lf)0 feet, in fact they 
might confiscate his whole land to 
accommodate his neighbor. He will 
have nothing left to sell. It seems to 
me that there is no occasion for any 
hill. 

Mr. W. "R. Young said he had been in 
the real estate business for some time 
and thought the ordinances covered 
everything ncccssarv. 

Mr. William F. Bacon spoke in op¬ 
position saving that he thought the most 
unique thing was that it allowed the 
Board of Stirvev to take the initiative. 

Alderman Cliadhotirnc was designated 
to draw four iurors for the U. S. Court 
in Boston and drew the names of 
Charles A. Clarke of Newton.

Endicntt street and Plymouth road, 
amending annual appropriation order 
for 1911 so as to nlace appropriations 
for care of Ihe City Hall and court 
house under control of mavor. author¬ 
izing consolidation of certain items in 
annual appropriation of 1911 to sim¬ 
plify bookkeeping at Citv Hall, framing 
Telenhone Co. attachments on Oakland, 
Washington and Ballard streets, relo¬ 
cations on Watertown street.

Alderman Heard 
believed the advisability of establishing 
such a fund was open to question, and 
called attention to the annual fixed 
charge of $3000 which would he en¬ 
tailed in the future. Hr advocated a 
postponement for a few years until the 
citv was in a n easier position. 

Alderman Towle said the matter had 
been discussed for some years and 
believed it unwise for the citv to con¬ 
tinue without insurance with two mil¬ 
lions of pronerly. 

Alderman Dohertv said unless he was 
more fully advised he would vote 
against ihe order. 

Alderman Lynns said it was too earlv 
to start this fund and the money should 
lie expended for better streets. 

President Tones look the floor and 
spoke strnnglv in favor of the matter, 
saying that it was a legitimate charge 
for maintenance: lliat it would not he 
necessary to make appropriations earh 
year, and that he did not believe the 
city had anv right to use this overlay 
fund for current expenses. The order 
was then laid on the table.

Heinrich Heine in one of his lyrics 
tells of the pine tree of the North 
buried ’ncath ice and snow keeping it¬ 
self warm dreaming of the palm of the 
sunny Southland. Similarly the Cluh 
Editor has kept her courage up during 
these bitter cold days living again the 
experiences of the summer. A point 
which comes hack with increasing vivid 
ness is the wealth of flowers seen every 
where in Europe, particularly in Eng¬ 
land. Holland and Germany. They do 
land, Holland and Hermann. They do 
not seem to have the definite seasons 
there as here, for even well into Sep¬ 
tember the roses were still blossoming. 
What a part the vines and shrubbery play 
in making Oxford the beautiful and 
charming place it is! Who can think of 
Berlin in summer without its rows upon 
rows of window boxes aflame with red 
and pink geraniums? And there were 
the parks with all their reds. What 
would happen in Boston if the dwellers 
on Commonwealth avenue should turn 
that grass plot into a garden ? And yet 
that is done everywhere in Europe and 
they are left to flourish and bloom un¬ 
disturbed.

S. C. of Newton Highlands met with 
Mrs. Richards. Mrs. Darius Cobb gave 
a paper upon “The Poetry of James 
Russell Lowell.” She dwelt particularly 
upon “The Vision of Sir Launfal," “The 
Commemoration Ode,” “The Cathedral” 
and some of the shorter poems. Miss 
Marion Morse sang several of the poet's 
.nngs which have been set to music. 


At the meeting of the Newton High¬ 
lands Monday Club on Dec. 12 tile 
study of Robert Louis Stevenson was 
begun with a paper upon his life, which 
was followed hy the reading of extracts 
from his letters. After the recess Dr. 
F. E. Withce spoke upon “Medical In¬ 
spection of the Schools.” Dr. Withce 
is the inspector for that district of the 
city and his talk was much enjoyed hy 
those present. Next week the club will 
meet with Mrs. Walker of Hillside 
road. 

The Aulmriulalc Review Club con¬ 
tinued its study of Modern Drama bv 
reading Israel Zangwill's “Melting Pot” 
at its meeting on Tuesday morning. 
Those who participated were Mrs. 
Blood. Mrs. Bridgman, Mrs. Almy and 
Miss Hunt. It was exceedingly well 
done and much enjoyed by the large 
number present. There was instrumen¬ 
tal music in connection with the read¬ 
ings and “America” was sung hy all 
at the close. 

Mrs. Butler entertained the Pierian 
Club of Upper Falls at her home 
Oak street on Dec. 14. Mrs. Rogers 
had the afternoon program in charge 
and presented a most entertaining paper 
on the life of Henry Thoreau. 

After the usual business session of 
the Social Science Club on Wednesday 
Dec. 7th Miss Gertrude Mclick, the 
school nurse of the city, presented an 
account of her work among the school 
children which greatly interested those 
present. 

The regular speaker of the morning 
was Miss Mary C. Wiggin, secretary of 
the Massachusetts Consumers’ League, 
who told of what the league is trying 
to do. Miss Wiggin presented in an 
altogether charming way the subject 
which is often considered dry and un¬ 
interesting. She explained more in 
detail some of the things the label 
stands for besides merely clean and 
healthful conditions, for example the 
fight against child labor, the pre¬ 
vention of overtime work, the preven¬ 
tion of cutting the wage and of tene¬ 
ment house work. Miss Wiggin stated 
that even many of the employers recog¬ 
nize that girls between 14 and 16 arc 
better off in trade schools and that they 
are not as profitable for them to em¬ 
ploy, owing to their lack of concentra¬ 
tion. The league has little trouble 
from overtime work in Massachusetts, 
but it is the New York factories that 
give the trouble. In this connection 
she explained why it is not always 
possible to get the dainty underwear 
bearing the league’s label. The hand 
embroidery found on other garments 
is for the most part done as piece work 
in the homes, which the label forbids. 
■\s a remedy for some of this evil she 
urged the women to make the demand 
for labelled goods so great that firms 
will realize that it is worth while to 
have the label. At present many of the 
firms do not see sufficient results to 
feel that people care for it. She also 
urged the members to help in educat¬ 
ing the public and made an earnest 
apeal for help in the way of contribu¬ 
tions as the league sadly needs more 
money to carry on its work. 

Miss Wiggin also told of the in¬ 
spection of bakeries which has recent¬ 
ly been started by her and which has 
already been described in these columns 
in connection with the account of the 
Food Sanitation Conference of the State 
Federation. It is only necessary to re-

peat thla there is a “white list” of bak¬ 
eries and of ladies' tailors which 
thoughtful women arc urged to patron¬ 
ize. Her talk was supplemented by an 
exhibit of articles made by the women 
and children of the tenements of New 
York city, the wages received for them 
being indicated. This exhibit spoke 
more eloquently than any words and 
should open the eyes of every thought¬ 
ful person who sees it. 

The first meeting pf the Current 
Events Class of the Newtonville Wom¬ 
an’s Guild was held last Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. A large number have joined the 
class which will meet on the second 
and fourth Tuesdays, the next otic 
coming on Dec. 27th. 

“Intensive Farming of Massachu¬ 
setts" was the subject presented 
to the Social Science Club on Wed¬ 
nesday morning by Mr. George Gibbs. 
Mr. Gibbs explained the term as mean¬ 
ing the farming of relatively small 
areas to produce the largest results in 
distinction from extensive farming as 
it is done in the West. In a way the 
former sort is a necessity in New Eng¬ 
land owing to its situation. Reports 
show that Massachusetts yields the 
largest returns per acre of any state 
in the Union. They arc largely pro¬ 
ducts for home consumption, and it is 
not ranked as an exporting state. No 
cereals are raised, the dairy products 
are largely imported as well as the 
meat, so that the main products,are 
garden truck, hay, poultry, dairy pro¬ 
ducts and cranberries. A new indus¬ 
try, which yields good returns, is that 
of horticulture. Agencies which have 
aided the farmer are the establishment 
of school and agricultural colleges, ag¬ 
ricultural societies, the district granges, 
special class societies, the county fair, 
the poultry, horse and dog shows. These 
have been quite a stimulus to the sci¬ 
ence and art of special farming. The 
possibilities of the farms arc beginning 
to be realized and with the modern tele¬ 
phone. rural delivery and the auto¬ 
mobile life on the farm is not so seri¬ 
ously handicapped as formerly. 

By means of a map Mr. Gibbs pointed 
out the areas where the various pro¬ 
ducts are raised. A large territory im¬ 
mediately around Boston is devoted to 
market gardening and the greenhouse 
industry, a large tract in the central 
part, is chiefly devoted to hay as is I 
also a tract in the western part of Berk¬ 
shire count" to the southeast are the 
rranherry bogs which yield some $4,000.- 
000 annually, west of that area and ex¬ 
tending into Rhode Island is the great 
poultry raising district- Merc the soil is 
poor and the poorer the soil the better 
adapted it is for poultry. Along the 
Connecticut River are the great tobacco 
fields and north of this area a region de¬ 
voted to onion raising which brings in 
half a million dollars annually. 

There are lodav in Massachusetts 2800 
farms being worked and their total pro¬ 
ducts amounted to $73,000,000 in 1905. 
an increase from $43,000,000 in 1900. On 
all these farms a large outlay has been 
reccssarv to put the land into condi¬ 
tion. It has not been unusual to spend 
$1000 ner acre on land that cost but 
$25. The results, however, are suffi¬ 
cient to show that the art of farming 
ha* not been lost. 

Further information concerning the 
relative value of different fertiizers. the 
necessity for deep cultivation and for 
sub-soil drainage was brought nut dur¬ 
ing the discussion.

The proposed hoard of survey for this 
city is evidently dead, if the facts 
brought forth at the public hearing on 
Monday have any weight. It is evident 
that any altempt to obtain legislation 
on the matter will he so strongly op¬ 
posed before the General Court that 
history would only repeat itself, and 
the fate of a previous attempt again in¬ 
vited. At the same time there is some¬ 
thing to he said on behalf of the city 
having sonic control over land develop¬ 
ment, in which at some future time it 
would probably be asked 1o enter, cither 
in the way of street acceptance, or hy 
investment for water and sewer pipes. 
It is not true, as was stated at the 
hearing, that the investor pays the en¬ 
tire cost for water and sewer service. 
Water mains arc laid on agreement for 
a small guaranteed return on the cost 
for but five years, and sewers cost the 
ahuttor less than one. half llie total. ex¬ 
pense. It is therefore a fair business 
proposition for the city to have some 
voice in the proposed laying out of 
streets, in order that the full benefit 
of its investment for water and sewers 
may be received. In these respects, the 
citv ought to have some means to com¬ 
pel the owner to use some public spirit 
in his land development. If this, how¬ 
ever, cannot he done, without meeting 
with the opposition manifested at the 
hearing, it is still possible for the city 
government to exercise some control 
and by a judicious system of procedure 
require certain conditions before it will 
authorize water and sewer connections. 
There is no power which can compel 
the aldermen to lay water and sewer 
pipes, and in the end. possibly, the op¬ 
posing land owners may have cut off 
their nose to spite their face. 

The lack of interest in city primaries 
ought to bring to the attention of the 
thoughtful voter the advisability of 
abolishing party designations at city 
elections and follow the nominating 
prper system now in force in Boston, 
Gloucester and Haverhill. Such a 
change would save something like $700 
in expenses, would give every aspirant 
an equal chance for votes and incident¬ 
ally might abolish the so-called machine 
influence in this city. An amendment 
to the city charter to this effect would 
be popular.

FINED $40. 

Four Cambridge boys who were ar¬ 
rested recently for breaking electric in¬ 
candescent street lights in Waltham felt 
the stem and heavy hand of justice 
when they got into the police court. 
They were found guilty on the testimony 
of the officer who arrested them and 
were fined $10 apiece, making a total 
of $40 as the price they paid for what 
they thought was an escapade. 

The law is very strict in the punish¬ 
ment of marauders who think they arc 
having fun breaking street lights. 
Their deviltry is not only an expense 
to the electric lighting companies, but is 
a source of very serious danger to 
every citir.cn who has occasion to use 
the streets. Both in East Boston and 
Waltham, where hoodlums had broken 
street lamps, lire alarms called out the 
departments before the broken lamps 
could be replaced. The result was that 
drivers of lire apparatus were nearly 
killed because they were forced to 
drive their horses through streets that 
are ordinarily well lighted, but hap¬ 
pened at that time because of the wick¬ 
edness of the hoys to he in darkness. 
Judges in our courts arc more and 
more severe, and there is always the 
possibility of a maximum sentence, 
which, under the statute, 5s $100 fine or 
one year’s imprisonment, or both.

WHY IS THE SPIRITUAL WORLD? 

What is the need of believing in a 
spiritual world? What purpose would 
the Creator have in making such a 
world? What should he the effect of 
believing in a spiritual world upon our 
life in this one? Such were the ques¬ 
tions discussed by the Rev. John God¬ 
dard last Sunday evening at the Church 
of the New Jerusalem, Xewtonville. in 
the final lecture of his course on “The 
Spiritual World." 

We need to believe in a spiritual world 
because without such a belief this world 
would be meaningless. Lacking a faith 
in immortality we can only arrive at 
one conclusion of all our thought about 
the scheme of things—the conclusion of 
“The Preacher,” that "all is vanity." 
Not even the consolation of religious 
faith will bring us happiness if death 
is to end it all. The instinctive dinging 
to life of the imhappiest of men is an 
unconscious belief in immortality and a 
vague longing for it. But surely this 
world is not the place in which it would 
he worth while to live forever. A spiri¬ 
tual world is needed. 

God needs a spiritual world, in which 
He can make his servants happy for¬ 
ever. For surely His infinite love for 
men is not a thing of a few lleeting 
years. The initial power of Christianity 
lav largely in its promise that there was 
a “Kingdom of Heaven” in which the 
Master’s goodness should lx- realized. 
Because God loves us, he will hring 
us through death into a world where 
we shall he freed from physical limita¬ 
tions. from weakness, choking environ¬ 
ment. [inharmonious companions, and 
shall he able happily lo develop our high¬ 
est possibilities of usefulness. 

And because men arc no longer satis¬ 
fied with vague conceptions. He has 
made the facts about the spiritual world 
available to any who will listen to them, 
through the experience and writings of 
Emanuel Swedenborg. 

The effect of a knowledge of these 
facts and of belief in them is first of 
all to remove once and for all the fear 
of death, not only for ourselves hut for 
our friends. For while we cannot but 
miss the dear ones who leave us, at 
least we know that they are alive and 
are as happy as they will let God make 
them. But besides this, belief in a 
spiritual world gives a new impetus to 
life here. For heaven is no sentimental 
paradise, hut a place of usefulness as 
well as joy. And if we are to live the 
life of heaven hereafter we must begin 
lo live it now and here. 

In addition to the present course of 
lectures Mr. Goddard announced that 
another course, dealing with other dis¬ 
tinctive teachings of the "New Church.” 
will he given later in the winter. This 
will probably lie in the Lenten season.

They 
went down Into the streets and fought 
at the barricades, showing superhu¬ 
man courage, and when one of the 
great fights took place at the barri¬ 
cade In the Rue de la Pali, which was 
defended by the communists, the first 
poison to mount K nnd to bolst the 
red Hag of the revolution was a- wo¬ 
man.”

WOMEN'S CLUBS NEWS

A wav up in the Bavarian Alps there 
lies a fit tie village nestled in among the 
mountains with seemingly no way out 
save the way you eame in. It is not so 
very different from many another moun¬ 
tain village, 1 presume, and yet the oth¬ 
ers are nameless so far as the outside 
country is concerned, while this one 
is known the world over. And what is 
the reason? Probably because it is the 
home of a “peculiar people.” Many, 
many years ago the region round 
about was visited by a plague, but this 
little village was exempt until one man 
anxious to see bis family once more 
lie fore be died brought the dread dis¬ 
ease into the hitherto immune district. 
Many deaths followed and the village 
threatened to he well-nigh destroyed. 
To appease their God and stay the 
plague these people made a vow to por¬ 
tray every ten years the scenes of the 
last week of the life of Jesus. The 
plague was stayed and ever since, now 
some four centuries, these ‘'peculiar peo¬ 
ple,” with a few exceptions in lime of 
war, have carried out their vow. To 
be worthy a part in this “Passion Play” 
seems to have become the dominating 
motive of these people. The fame of 
this wonderful performance has spread 
over all the earth and thither have gone 
representatives of every race and every 
religion, Jew and Gentile, Catholic and 
Protestant, and all alike have come 
away impressed with its sacredness. De¬ 
spite the walls of superstition which 
the centuries have built about him, it 
is the human Jesus which these people 
have portrayed with such effectiveness 
that even stout-herted men have found 
themselves unable to resist. To have 
witnessed the Obcramcrgau Passion 
Play is one of the deep privileges of 
life, one that deepens as time goes by. 
It cannot be discussed. Suffice it to 
say that if any “went to scoff they re¬ 
mained to pray,’’ if any anticipated a 
crude affair they came away disappoint¬ 
ed, for more artistic arrangement of 
color and grouping, nor a more perfect 
performance cannot be imagined. 

It was a subdued crowd, a reverent 
crowd that filed out of the theatre after 
the long performance was ended. One 
longed to flee to the mountain-side and 
think it over or to see the village with¬ 
out the people. But to escape four 
thousand is not so easy, so with deeply 
reverent hearts wc turned our steps 
once more to our good Frau Schmidt 
and her hospitable home. 

With the approach of the Christmas 
season the memories of Oberammergau 
stand out more and more vividly, for 
there we found embodied in the hearts 
of these simple people the echo of the

The Civil Service Reform committee 
of the Massachusetts State Federation 
has just sent out a special plea asking 
that the clubs interest the young peo¬ 
ple in the high schools in Civil Service 
Reform by offering a prize mcdtil for 
the best essay upon the subject. A 
bronze medal lias been prepared de¬ 
signed and executed under the direc¬ 
tion of St. Gamlcns which the clubs 
may secure for five dollars to he award¬ 
er! the writer of the best essay. Ac¬ 
companying the circular is a booklet en¬ 
titled "Sonic Salient Features of the 
Civil Service in Massachusetts.” This 
<!ets forth the principles in brief and 
readable form by means of twenty ques¬ 
tions and answers. It points out the 
positions open to women and in answer 
to the question “Why should wc as 
club women he interested in Civil Ser¬ 
vicer’ it states: “First and foremost 
because we wish to l»c good citizens; 
second, we desire to further the cause 
of good government; third, we believe 
we can do much to secure greater op¬ 
portunities for women through Civil 
Service." 

lti the closing question it says: “You 
can aid:— 

By appointing a Civil Service Com¬ 
mittee in your club, who will bring im¬ 
portant matters to the attention of the 
club, and distribute literature intelli¬ 
gently wherever and whenever it is 
most needed in your particular com¬ 
munity. 

By arranging for Civil Service pro-* 
grams in your club. 

By offering priz.es to the pupils in 
your schools. 

By seeing that notices of Civil Ser¬ 
vice examinations arc posted in con¬ 
spicuous places and by urging com¬ 
petent persons to take such examina¬ 
tions. 

By placing in the reading rooms of 
public libraries general and special lit¬ 
erature pertaining to Civil Service Re¬ 
form. 

By reporting progress made, and ask¬ 
ing for further suggestions from the 
state committee. 

By influencing your member of the 
Legislature to vote correctly on hills 
affecting the civil service.”

Tha "8un Drawing Wst»r.” 

Tho phenomenon commonly known 
as tho “sun drawing water” Is dbe to 
rays of Biin light between tho shadows 
of clouds. It Is seen to best advan¬ 
tage wbeu the atmosphere Is some¬ 
what hnzy and when the sun Is whol¬ 
ly or pnrtly behind n cloud and Is not 
In the higher part of the sky. Patchy 
Btratocumutus clouds are most favora¬ 
ble for the formation of these rays, 
and they are probably most distinct 
when seen In the part of the sky be¬ 
low tbe sun, when tbey appear to ex¬ 
tend either directly or somewhat 
obliquely downward. It Is In this 
form that the effect Is moBt commonly 
called tbe ‘‘sun drawing water.” But 
such rays may extend In any direc¬ 
tion, so that they diverge from the 
sun os a center. No rain need be fall¬ 
ing anywhere near the observer, 
though it la not Impossible for the 
rays to be visible at a time when rain 
streaks also are visible In part of the 
sky. The rain streaks, however, do 
not diverge from tbe bud, but are In 
lines of the falling rain.—St. Nicholas.

The Scleroseepe. 

This little American Inventlou has 
been described as a kind of mechan¬ 
ical Huger intended to discriminate 
by delicacy of touch between various 
substnnees submitted to It. Tbe ready 
detection of the degree of hardness 
and elasticity of various surfaces is 
its Bpecfal fund Ion. It consists es¬ 
sentially of a light weight, like the 
hammer of a pile driver, which is al¬ 
lowed to fall inside a tube placed up¬ 
right on the surface to he tested. The 
bottom of the hammer, which weighs 
outy a few grams. Is finished with a 
blunted diamond. Intended to give It 
the requisite hardness. After n fall It 
rebounds, and a carefully graduated 
icale on the tube, indicating tbe 
height of the rebound, show’s tbe de¬ 
gree of hardness of the surface experi¬ 
mented with. On n piece of ordinary 
steel the hammer rebounds nine-tenths 
of the height of its rail.—Youth's Com¬ 
panion. 

Th# Tala of a Kay. 

There is a roll top desk In an office 
near Wall street which can bn bought 
chetfp. The owner Is a commuter and 
bus desk room in n large office. He 
came late the other day and discover¬ 
ed that he had forgotten his keys. 
No key at band would unlock the 
desk. The maker could not give aid 
for ait hour or more, and some papers 
had to be reached before dooq. The 
desk was forcibly opened, and two 
Inner compartments were smashed. 
Warm and tired from the exertion of 
wrecking his property, the man took 
off his coat und Bllpped Into an office 
coat. In the pocket of which bis keys 
jingled. Tableau! Before going borne 
he confided to the office boy that he 
woudu’t care if he hadn’t told.—New 
York Tribune.

Not¬ 
withstanding the fact that this mode 
of punishment wns supposed to be only 
for tho lighter offenses. It often bap- 
jiened tliut tbe pillory meaDt death to 
those placed in it, (he culprit frequent¬ 
ly being stoued to death by the heart¬ 
less mob.— New York American

For nearly a generation lie has 
filled this important office, not only 
with ability and efficiency, hut with the 
utmost tact and courtesy. The succes¬ 
sive rc-cicctions to the office, each one 
by unanimous vote, bear eloquent tes¬ 
timony to the regard in which he is 
held by the members of the present and 
past city governments, all of whom re¬ 
gard him as a personal friend. During 
his tenure of office the city has doubled 
in population and increased enormously 
in wealth. These changes vitally af¬ 
fected the business of the city clerk, 
and with the labors entailed by new 
legislation, have added largely to the 
burdens of the office.

His loyalty 
to his country was proved by three 
years’ arduous service at the front dur¬ 
ing the Civil War and his loyalty to his 
city has been shown by the care and 
interest he has given to his work as 
city clerk. In retiring from active 
official life Colonel Kingsbury will 
take with him the personal affection and 
cordial best wishes of his hosts of 
friends all over the city. 


ALDERMEN MEET 


The last regular meeting of the aider- 
men of 1910 was held Monday evening 
with President Jones presiding and only 
one member absent. 

The petition of the Telephone Co. 
for poles on Fisher avenue was favored 
by Mr. H. S. Allen for the company, 
who said that the new changes in rates 
required additional wires and that as 
the company was unable to obtain rights 
over private land, it must put its poles 
in the highway. The poles were strong¬ 
ly opposed by Messrs. C. S. Luitweiler, 
Paul P. Foster. James A. Darling, F. T. 
McGill and A. L. Pratt. No one ap¬ 
peared at hearings for telephone attach¬ 
ments on Circiut avenue, Irving street, 
Edison poles on Rowe street. Rockledge 
road, and off Lake avenue or on peti¬ 
tion pf John A. Potter for gasolene 
license on Waltham street. 

The requests of the Mayor for cer¬ 
tain transfers of appropriations, for $500 
additional for temporary interest, and 
to transfer $85 to 1911 appropriations 
for inspection of milk were granted. 

The registrars of voters reported the 
result of recount for ward alderman 
in Ward 2 with a gain of three votes 
for Alderman Avery and a loss of 
three votes for Mr. O'Grady. The re¬ 
sult of the recent ctiy election was then 
officially declared. 

The city engineer submitted a sewer 
assessment on Albemarle road which 
was passed and immediately abated for 
one half on petition of A. W. Tarhox. 
The application of Guiscppi Bon tempo-! 
to build a Frame store on West Street 
was refused. 

On recommendation t>f committees, 
sewers were ordered in Westwood 
street. Webster street. Whitlowe road 
and in private land off Webster street, 
auclioneer licenses grantd to A. E. Al- 
vord and G. F. James, a minor’s license 
to Joseph W. Richards, a gasolene li¬ 
cense to John A. Potter, a liquor trans¬ 
portation permit to ~N. Veduccio, re¬ 
locations on Marlboro street, Auburn 
street, attachments on Beacon street. 
Circuit avenue and Irving street to the 
Telephone Co., poles on Rowe street, 
relocations on Crescent street anti Cen¬ 
tre. street, and attachments on Linwood 
avenue to the Edison Co., leave to wtih- 
draw given on petitions for street mu¬ 
sician licenses, to Antonio Morelia for 
pool table licenses and on petitions of 
Telephone Co. for poles on Bennington 
street, 'Fisher avenue, Lowell avenue,

authorizing Mayor to petition for legis¬ 
lation to abolish deputy election officers, 
no action necessary voted on request of 
Atthumdalr Improvement Society for 
more stringent ordinance relative to 
waste papers and rubbish, amending or¬ 
dinances relative to care of Citv Hall 
and courthouse, granting $17,670 for 
city expenses to Jan. 15, authorizing 
payment of $24,814.50 for interest due 
Jen. 1, and authorizing distribution of 
Kcnrick fund income for 1910. 

Alderman Doherty Strongly favored 
action to divide precinct one of ward 
two into two voting precincts, hut the 
matter was subsequently referred to a 
committee. 

The order establishing a municipal 
buildings insurance fund and transfer¬ 
ring $25,000 from the overlay account 
thereto, was taken from the table and 
adopted after considerable debate, hy a 
vote of 18 to 2. Aldermen Barker and 
Heard voting nay. 

Alderman Woods said in part: I 
think you will agree that it is the duty 
of trustees to protect property with in¬ 
surance. As individuals they will do 
as they please in relation to their prop¬ 
erty. either have or go without insur¬ 
ance, hut as trustees 1 think it is their 
duty to follow and protect it carefully 
with insurance to a certain extent. We 
as members of the Board of Aldermen 
are trustees of the property of the city. 
We cannot he as fortunate in the future 
as in the past so far as the fire loss to 
the city is concerned, and the law of 
average is hound to assert itself sooner 
or later. The subject of insurance of 
public buildings is not a remarkably 
profitable one for insurance companies. 
They are considered among the third 
class, yet some of the largest com¬ 
panies in the world will not carry over 
$25,000 on a schoolhonse of first class 
or fireproof construction. 1 think wc 
should learn from the examples of 
those companies some of whom have 
been in business for 100 years that we 
should not rely too much on our good 
fortune. We have apparently a ready 
made fund which has been accumulat¬ 
ing for several years. I don’t know 
of anything fairer than to take this 
money from the overlay fund that has 
been accumulating and making a re¬ 
serve insurance fund to take care of the 
losses which are hound to come. 
Alderman'Barker: said: To my mind 
there seems to he two questions: One, 
about the proper use to which this 
m oney could he put, and the other 
whether insurance is a good investment 
for us. The budget was drawn with 
the strictest lines of economy and 
economy was the main feature, whether 
wc considered it efficient or not at that 
time. Wc were a bit closer on economy 
than we were of efficiency and I am of 
the opinion that there are wiser ways 
of distributing this money. We cut the 
appropriations which the Mayor recom¬ 
mended a considerable amount and it is 
a question whether wc arc not taking 
some chance when we did that. The 
matter of insurance has been brought 
up in times past and they thought it 
not wise and it seems to me we are 
going to experiment. We are not going 
into this in a business like wav. Let us 
have an insurance fund where there 
are wooden buildings for their danger 
b P rn ^' R , ,s « rcater than buildings 
like the Technical High School. Let us 
insure these and protect ourselves in a 
business like way. not in a half-hearted 
way. If we take this $25,000 as the 
basis of an insurance fund then we 
nave got to add to it year hy year. Mv 
opinion is that if we go into this and 
have set insurance the fixed charges 
will be increased which is not wise 
when-wc consider the financial condition 
of the city. 

Alderman Sullivan: At the last 
meeting I doubted the wisdom of cre¬ 
ating this fund, not doubting the wis¬ 
dom of insurance but because of the 
decrease in our receipts, etc. I had 
hesitated m regard to voting in this 
matter. Since F have I read of the fire 
at Lawrence with a loss to the extent 
$100000. I looked into ihc 3(2 
and talked with some Lawrence men 
3 . ,he ,oss was $62,000, with 

only $/000 insurance carried and I 
found the concensus of the opinion has 
been very severe. ,Now that seems to 
Have brought the matter right home 
and I feci we should have some form 
of insurance and I am going to vote 
for this. 

Alderman Heard: T think that wc 
are making a mistake in taking this step 
at this time. We are told that we 
should act for the city in the same 
way as wc should act in our private 
business and that we arc trustees and 
should act m the same wav as trustees. 
Statements of that sort arc of a gen¬ 
eral character and are only true in a 
general way. It is the duty of every 
man to save up as much as he can to 
sacrifice Ins own interests for the ad¬ 
vantage of Ifis children, hilt wc should 
make a great mistake if we should save 
up money to any considerable extent be¬ 
longing to the taxpayers, and 1 think 
we are doing that sort of a thing here 
if we undertake this. This is not a 
new question, because it has been dis¬ 
cussed by cities all over the land and 
by our city. Many years ago it was 
brought up and the concensus of the 
opinion was against the city taking in¬ 
surance. Mow the object of the insur¬ 
ance is to take care of the risk against 
lire uud to replace what is lost if it oc- 
curs A man who owns a single house 
should insure it. hut there is a great 
question whether a man is wise to in- 
sure a large number of widely scattered 
risks. We have according to the rec¬ 
ords some 61 buildings scattered al 
over the city, varying as to their risk 
and I think we can well afford to not 
carry any insurance. It is a fact that 
fires have occurred and that there have 
been fire losses and if this very build¬ 
ing we are in should burn down tonight 
it would be taken care of by an issue 
ot bonds, and there is no reason in 
my opinion to put insurance on a build¬ 
ing which will he to the advantage of 
those who come in the future. Ji

arv taking the money from those who 
have had thfc use of the building, those 
who have paid for the building and 
putting it towards* the purchase of a 
new building in the ftitnrc. If you take 
*51 in The form of a HTnklffg lu'ml Wc 
arc applying to the erection of a build¬ 
ing for use hy those of the future. If 
the principles of insurance are true the 
city owns personal properly which there 
is a risk against and on the same prin¬ 
ciple we should undertake insurance of 
that properly. There is also no insur¬ 
ance for use for those injured in our 
employ. There are other points which 
it seems to me effect this and are im¬ 
portant as to its expediency. Our debt 
is something,,over six million and ex¬ 
tends to about 194(1. In the next five 
vears wc pay off a fourth of that debt, 
leaving us in a much more satisfactory 
Condition as to finances and in a posi¬ 
tion where we would he hotter able to 
make a new expenditure. If we under¬ 
take insurance the only way to do it is 
to along with it insure these real fire 
risks. Now our risks are scattered. The 
buildings in recent years are small risks. 
It scents to me that we are not only 
going wrong but we arc mistaken in the 
way wc are going, and 1 object to tak¬ 
ing the amount out of the overlay.

PROF. PILLSBURY DEAD 

Professor John H. Pillsbury of Bea¬ 
con street, principal of the Waban 
Boys’ School since 1899, and for sev- 
1 eral years one of Waban’s foremost cit- 
1 izens, passed away at his residence on 
Monday morning, after just one week's 
illness.

and had held pastorates in Raymond 
and Kcnnrimnk, Me., and Malden, Stone- 
ham and Dedham, lie was ihe author 
of several scientific books, lie is sur¬ 
vived by a widow and one son. W. Rob¬ 
inson Pillsbury. The funeral services 
which were held on Wednesday after 
noon were of the simplest, the Rev. 
Charles M. Meldeu. pastor of the New¬ 
ton Centre Methodist Church, officiat¬ 
ing. and there being no music nor pall 
bearers m accordance with the wish of 
the deceased. Many friends and fellow 
educators were present, however. The 
body was taken to Limington. Me., for 
interment.

Two Dimensional Vision. 

Moot people do not know that they 
ought to be very thankful for having 
both eye* In one plane Instead of hav¬ 
ing them one on ouch aide of the head. 
If the Intter obtained no one could tell 
that an object had more than two <11- 
menalona until experience and the 
sense of touch educated the bralo to It. 
Any ona can try It for himself. 8but 
one eye nnd look nt different objects. 
They appear flat. With binocular vl- 
■lon two views of each object are ob¬ 
tained nnd neither Is exactly like the 
other, so the Idea of depth cornea In. 

The most easily shown example of 
the difference la as follows: Take a 
ring nnd hold It about two feet from 
the eye. With one eye closed It will 
take at least Are trials to thrust a pen¬ 
cil through the ring, whereas with 
both eyes open It cau be done on the 
first trial. 

All animals with eyes on opposite 
sides of the head labor under this dis¬ 
advantage, os do all Insects. It Is 
called two dimensional vision, as the 
Idea of depth Is not possible. All this 
Is on account of tbe Image thrown on 
the retina of tbe eye being In only two 
dimensions.—Philadelphia Press. 

Woodcarvera of Burma. 

Tbe woodcarvers of Burma are the 
most skilled in tbe world. They se¬ 
lect and cut tbe best logs along tbe 
Irawaddy river in the dry season, and 
these are thrown Into tbe shrunken 
stream. There they lie until tbe fresh¬ 
ets of tbe rainy sensoD lift them and 
bear them down to the populous cities 
below. 

Tbcn huge elephants are employed 
to drag the heavy logs from tbe 
stream and take them to tbe saw¬ 
mills. They are then worked up into 
timbers suitable for tbe woodcarvers. 
Tbe carvers use the figure of Buddha 
or some other emblem concerning tbe 
Buddhistic worship In the greater 
part Tbe details are worked out in u 
careful wny. 

Sterns of boats are carved in an 
elaborate manner, and some of them 
would be worth a fortune in this coun¬ 
try. Tbe prow of tbe boat is usually 
ornamented with a figurehead of very 
elaborate cnrvlng. Tbe art of wood- 
carving Is baDded down In the fami¬ 
lies in Burma, the children being 
taught by their fathers. — Wichita 
Eagle. 

Trial of ■ Dead Man. 

Mr. Christopher Haro's book on 
•‘Charles de Bourbon. High Constable 
of France." mentions the strange 
trial which succeeded the close of that 
turbulent career. He had died In con¬ 
quering Rome, which Ills leaderlcss 
soldiers straightway sacked. For this 
crime It was necessary to find n scape¬ 
goat, so “on July 2U. 1527. In the pres¬ 
ence of King Francois I., on his sent 
of Justice, assisted by the peers of 
France and the assembled chambers. 
Jean de Surle. first usher of the court, 
called Charles de Bourbon three times 
—at the bar of tbe parliament, at tbe 
marble table and at the marble steps 
—nnd then reported that the said De 
Bourbon lind not appeared. Tbe sen- 
teuce was drawn up, then solemnly 
rend out: ‘The eonnotoble do France, 
dead, was condemned, his goods re¬ 
turned to the crown, nnd the door of 
his palncc by tbe Louvre was painted 
yellow.’ ’*

The Investigations of a Freucb 
chemist show that gold in the electric 
furnace boils freely at a temperature 
of 2.400 degrees C. In two or three 
minutes, it is said, from 100 to 150 
grams of gold pass Into the stale of 
vapor. In condensing upon u cold 
body this golden vapor forms Aliform 
ninssea and cubic crystuls. At Its 
tempernture of ebullition gold dis¬ 
solves a little carbon, which at the 
time of reRolldilleation Is deposited lu 
the form of graphite. In an alloy of 
gold and copper, copper distills first. 
In nu alloy of gold and tin. the tin dis¬ 
tills more abundantly Ihtiu the gold, 
and when n large quantity of these 
mixed vupors is taken tbe tin burns 
on contact wltb the oxygen of the air, 
forming oxide of tlu, colored purple 
by a One dust of condensed gold. This 
Is one method of preparing Ihe color 
known us "purple of Cassius.”—Har¬ 
per's Weekly.

On being sold 
the treasure realized £510,705 Is. 0d.. 
nnd tbe share of the officers nnd men 
of the Active wns ns follows: The 
captain. £05.053 13s. Oil.; three com 
missioned officers, each £13,004 14s. 
Id.; eight warrant officers, each 
£4,330 3s. 2d.; twenty petty officers, 
each £1,80(1 Is. 8d.: 158 scumcn. each 
£4S5 5s. 4d.-Pnll Mall Gazette.

The old custom that Jurors 
should fust until they hud agreed In 
their verdict prevailed loug. but was 
mercifully relaxed somewhat in Tu¬ 
dor times, uud daring Queen Eliza¬ 
beth's reign a banquet wus usually 
given to the Jury by tbe successful 
purty to n suit.—St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.

BROWN’S RISE IN MACHINERY 
WORLD. 

George \\\ Brown is a master of ma¬ 
chinery. He has now been more than 
60 years in business, and he has climbed 
from the position of clerk in a general 
store in Vermont to his present position 
as general manager of the U. S. M. Co. 
He was horn and brought up on a Ver¬ 
mont farm, started work as an 18-ycar- 
old boy in a Vermont store, and, after 
establishing a store of his own in Ver¬ 
mont, he went West, and was in the 
service of the trans-continental railraods. 
He was at one time auditor in the mo¬ 
tive department of the Central Pacific 
] road, with headquarters in Sacramento. 

About 40 years ago he returned to 
Boston and there he found his oppor¬ 
tunity, and followed it, until it led him 
to fame and fortune even greater than 
he dreamed of in the visions of his boy¬ 
hood. He became associated with the 
Wheeler & Wilson Co., manufacturers 
of sewing machines. In 1876 he be¬ 
came manager of the Lynn office of the 
Wheeler & Wilson Co. In Lynn lie 
became interested in the lasting machine 
which J. W. Matzcligcr, a Lynn shoe 
worker, invented, lie put money into 
a company formed to develop the ma¬ 
chine and he became general manager 
and treasurer of the company. 

In about 1893 Mr. Brown and an as¬ 
sociate went about New England seek¬ 
ing a location for the Consolidated 
Method Lasting Machine Co. They 
finally decided to lease two floors in 
the then new Association factory on 
Rantoul street. They filled up one floor 
tvith machinery from the Boston fac¬ 
tory and employed 2U men. Mr. Brown 
wondered what the company would do 
with the second floor. But the business 
increased so much in a few years that 
the Beverly Building Association had 
to build an addition to accommodate it. 

The Consolidated Hand Method Co. 
was chief among the companies that 
were merged into the U. S. M. Co. Mr. 
Brown was chief among the promoters 
of the merger. He became general man¬ 
ager and treasurer of the U. S. M. Co. 
He continued as treasurer until last 
year, when L. A. Coolidgc was chosen 
to the position, and Mr. Rrown became 
chairman of the hoard nf directors. 

Mr. Brown, who was troubled about 
the vacant second floor in the small 
Association factory, is now troubled to 
find room in the big plant of the U. 
S. M. Co. for its growing business. 

Mr. Brown is very much interested 
in welfare work. He is a member of 
tlic welfare committee of the National 
Civic Federation. His interest is more 
than theoretical, for lie is very largely 
responsible for some of the advanced 
ideas that arc enjoyed by employees of 
the U. S. M. Co. at Beverly. 

Mr. Brown is now 69 years old. but 
he is as active as a young man. Besides 
his most responsible position as general 
manager of tbe U. S. M. Co., be is a 
director in the First National Bank of 
Boston, and other corporations, and lie 
is a member of the important trade or¬ 
ganizations, nnd also of tbe Algonquin 
Club, the Tedcsco Country Club, the 
Episcopal Club of Massachusetts, and 
other organizations. He likes to mix 
with men, and he is a frequent attend¬ 
ant at the gatherings of the organiza¬ 
tions in which he holds membership.— 
Salem News.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS IN BURLING¬ 
TON. 

Voted to Have Edison Service at 
Special Meeting. 

At a special town meeting held Mon¬ 
day evening, the 19th, in Burlington, it 
was voted to make a ten year contract 
with the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company for lighting streets and town 
offices. 

The Edison Company will extend 
their lines for commercial and power 
business so that Burlington people can 
now have modern illuminating. They 
have never had anything hut old fash¬ 
ioned lights. 

This makes 35 cities and towns now 
using Edison service. 


^ The commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court to make an apportion¬ 
ment of the expense of sinking funds, 
interest and maintenance of the Metro¬ 
politan park district have filed their 
report. The commissioners believe that 
60 per cent of the expense should be 
borne on valuation, 25 per cent on valu¬ 
ation with certain deductions for towns 
on the outside border of the district, 
which arc supposed to derive less bene¬ 
fit from the parks, and 15 per cent for 
various considerations such as popula¬ 
tion, accessibility, etc. Under the re¬ 
turn made by the commission Newton 
has a slightly less percentage than dur¬ 
ing the past five years, hut it is so small 
as to amount to nothing. Three divi¬ 
sions are made in ilic apportionment, 
one for parks, in which Newton’s share 
is reduced from .03479 to .03400, on 
Boulevards, where the reduction is from 
.02610 to .02602 and for Nantasket a re¬ 
duction from .03467 to .03457. New¬ 
ton's share of the expense of the 
Charles River dam is fixed at .03469 
for maintenance and .0.3099 for sinking 
funds and interest. This is a new item 
and will probably amount to consider¬ 
able as I lie total expense to Julv 6 last 
is $3,877,817.89.

President Johnson’s Impeachment. 

The house impeached Presldeut John¬ 
son on Nov. 25. ISO", charging him 
with having removed Secretary of 
War Stanton In direct violation of the 
tenure of office act, with having ap¬ 
pointed General Thouins contrury to 
the same net, with conspiracy with 
General Thomas and others for the 
Intimidation of Secretary Stanton and 
the unlnwful disbursement of the war 
deportment’s money nnd with Inducing 
General Emory, commanding the de¬ 
partment of Washington, to disobey 
orders. 

The house adopted the resolution of 
Impeachment by a vote of 120 to 42. 
After the trial of the case before the 
senate the vote for Impeachment there 
stood 35 to 10, thus being short of the 
necessary two-thlrd3. The senate ad¬ 
journed sine dir, however, without 
voting on Borne of the primary articles 
embraced la the chnrges against the 
president Thereupon the chief Justice 
of the United States court entered a 
verdict of acquittal on the record.— 
New York Times. 


A Great Trade Secret. 

As every one knows, the process of 
manufacturing the paper of which 
Bank of England notes are made is 
one of the greatest of all trade secrets. 
It la known only to the governor of 
the Bank of England and to three oth¬ 
er persons Intimately connected with 
the Industry, which is carried on at 
Overton, a quiet little village In Hants. 
All that the outside world Is allowed 
to know concerning this precious pa¬ 
per Is that It Is made, among other In¬ 
gredients, out of charred husks and 
Rhenish vines. 

Quite nB profound a secret Is the 
manufacture of both the paper and 
the Ink used for American banknotes. 
The former has the double advantage 
of not being a secret preparation, but 
one that only “takes” one particular 
kind of luk. which Is quite unique, the 
American government paying the mnn 
ufneturer. who alone possesses the se¬ 
cret. the sum of $50,000 a year for 
making It.—Pearson’s Weekly.

Friction Matches. 

Friction matches are u comparative¬ 
ly modern Invention. They were Qrst 
made by John Walker In England In 
1827, but were rather crude affairs. 
Ue Improved them somewhat In 1833 
by using phosphorus. The first really 
practical friction match wns mnde Id 
the United States In 1S3C. by L. C. Al¬ 
len of SpringOeld. Mass. Before this 
time a clumsy form of mnteh wns Im¬ 
ported from France, which had to be 
dipped into n bottle of sulphuric ncld 
before It could he lighted. This took n 
great deni of time nnd trouble, nnd 
Allen, seeing the necessity for friction 
mutches, set about to rnnke them nnd 
succeeded. He neglected to patent 
them, howpvor, nnd on flnnlly apply¬ 
ing for letters patent found tbut a 
mnn named Alonzo Phillips, who was 
a peddler, had discovered through a 
third person the secret of making the 
mntches and lind already obtained n 
patent Thus Allen, though the real 
Inventor, wns forced to become a mere 
manufacturer under another man’s pat¬ 
ent—Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

Whnt Is the relnthui between exer¬ 
cise and rest?

It used to be thought that the prime 
requisite of rest wns the use of facul¬ 
ties other than those Involved In the 
labor of the dny. But there Is such n 
thing as fatigue which goes deeper 
than dally work. We can work so 
hard as to become exhausted—too ex¬ 
hausted for any kind of work. Per¬ 
haps this is will fatigue. It is coming 
to be regarded as fundamentally true 
that rest from such fatigue demands 
continuity*; that, for example, four pe¬ 
riods of fifteen minutes each of rest ts 
not the equivalent of one bout’s rest; 
that a mnn who goes oa a vacation 
and takes half an hour of bis business 
work every day Is doing the same 
thing ns the man who had a horse 
with a sore bnck. He kept the saddle 
on only a few* minutes ench day, but 
the sore did not have a chance to heal. 
Rest periods must be sufficiently con¬ 
secutive to overcome consecutive fa¬ 
tigue.—Luther II. Gullck in North 
American /.tevlew. 


Cheerfulness and Cholera. 

A cheerful disposition Is held by 
some doctors to be the best protection 
against cholera. When this disease 
first visited Paris lu 1832 a notice was 
Issued advising the inhabitants "to 
avoid as fur as possible all occasions 
of melancholy and all painful emo¬ 
tions and to seek plenty of distractions 
and amusements.

Itochefort wrote a play, 
“Le Cholera Morbus,” which proved a 
big success, nnd another production 
on the same lines, “Pnris-malade,” nlso 
bad a long run.—London Chronicle.

Ether 
Is sold over counters in Scotland, the 
penny n drink. An old ether toper cun 
drink two or three ounces a day, but 
one-bulf ounce Is ouc big dram lu wa¬ 
ter. The drinker gets hilarious In a 
minute. It is far wilder uud more 
dangerous tluiu alcohol. 


How Tortoise Shell Is Worked. 

The soldering of two pieces of tor¬ 
toise shell together is effected by 
meniiB of hot pinchers, which, while 
they compress, soften the opposed edge 
of each piece nud amalgamate them 
into one.

The action of the commission ap¬ 
pointed to apportion metropolitan ex¬ 
penses, if approved hy the supreme 
court, will leave this city practically 
where it has hccti for the past live 
years, when ex-Mayor Weed's fine 
work greatly reduced the amount which 
we had heen paying for this apparent 
luxury. The action in apportioning the 
expense for I he Charles River improve¬ 
ment will undoubtedly add a heavy bur¬ 
den to our taxpayers as the amount 
has heen rapidly increasing during the 
past five years, and makes a large total. 
This was occasioned hy the action of 
the commission of five years ago in 
sidestepping its duty.of determining the 
proportion at that time, as ordered by 
the Legislature. It will probably he 
necessary for the ctiv to ask legisla¬ 
tion to extend the first payment over a 
scries of years, as the accumulation, if 
paid in one year, would seriously affect 
our tax rate. 


The stination in regard to rapid tran¬ 
sit from Roston to Newton as involved 
in the present controversy between the 
Rivcrhank subway and the Boylston 
street route, resolves itself, so far as 
this city is concerned, into a question 
as to whether it is better to insist upon 
immediate construction of the River- 
hank subway, or to wait several years 
for the larger and better subway thru 
Boylston street.

POLICE. 


John A. Cunningham, a Waltham 
milk dealer, was in "the Waltham court 
Thursday morning, charged wtih sell¬ 
ing watered milk and with selling skim 
milk that was below the standard. He 
was found guilty on both charges, being 
fired S15 on the first, while the other 
case was continued until May 31. The 
complaints were made by Ferderick L. 
Marion, an inspector for the state 
Board of Health, who had secured sam¬ 
ples of the product sold hy Cunning¬ 
ham. A chemist who made an analysis 
also testified. Some of the milk con¬ 
tained 15 per cent of water and even 
thoueh the can was labelled skim milk 
the contents were below the standard. 
Cunningham declared that the skim milk 
was sold only to a baker.

A few 
days later M. do Cbateaubrun escaped 
from France.
